When the meeting ended at the Woman's 
City club many of the women went immedi- 
ately to the Progressive club on Jackson 
boulevard, where another meeting was held 
to protest against the things that caused Mrs,

intendent.

The resolution was presented by Mrs. Char- 
lotte Rhodus at the close of a speech by Mrs. 
Treadwell. The latter is a school principal 
and president of the Chicago Political Equal- 
ity league. 

‘ The eyes of the world are on Mrs. Young,” 
she said. “She became internationally 
known as the superintendent of the schools 
of Chicago. She is the greatest woman edu- 
cator in the world. An example of her pro- 
gressive ideas is the course she outlined and 
which wes approved by the board for instruc- 
tion in sex hygiene. 

“She has brought the schools of Chicago 
to the highest point of efficiency in their his- 
tory. The greatest advance in the schoo! 
system has come during the last four years, 
while she has been superintendent. 


„Mrs. Young was obliged to hand in her 


resignation. No person in such a position 
could work with hands tied as Mrs. Young's 
hands have been tied.”

SLITS AND POLICE 
STYLE FOR FALL 


Former for Skirts and Latter 
for Riots IsGotham Costume 
Show Formula. 


WHEN IN DOUBT, SLICE. 


New York, July 26.—[Special.]—We are go- 
ing to wear slits thie fall. Also some chiffon 
and lace and ribbon and fur. But chiefly slits 
The golden rule for the costumer is: When in 
doubt, slit. The woman who is dressed up to 
date will have no difficulty in mounting the 
highest street car step if there are plenty of 
policemen present to restrain the crowds. 

Many of the costumes at the fall and winter 
fashion show, now being held in the Grand 
Central palace, make a Broadway summer 
chorus look like a Y. W. C. A. social. 

Skirts are open to a point above the knees, 
and the openings are not confined to the side, 
but are to be found both at the front and ‘at 
the back. The corsages of evening gowns 
are mere transparencies, and evening cloaks 
are worn precariously over one shoulder, 
protecting neither health nor modesty. . 


Nothing There to Slit. 

For instance, there's a tea trottery frock 
at the fashion show, which has practically 
no skirt at all in front below the knees. The 
corsage and skirt are of rose pink satin. 
There is a deep collar of black satin over 
the shoulder an@a girdle of the same mate- 
rial reaching in the back from waist to knees. 
Just above the knees in back is a semi-cir- 
cular fold on either side, and a long twisted 


pink cord, beginning at the waist, swings” 


between the legs of the wearer as she walks. 

A tango evening gown from Paris has 
long trousers of raspberry chiffon caught in 
at the ankle with a band of sparkling beads. 
Over this is a diaphanous drapery of purple 
tulle embroidered in gold, and a raspberry 
chiffon peplum is superimposed on the tulle, 


Extends Above Knees, 

Then there is a Grecian robe of perfectly 
plain white satin falling in straight folds 
to the ankle. The bodice is cut low and 
square and caught in just under the breasts 
with three rows of narrow gold cord. 
Around the hips is loosely twisted a white 
satin scarf ending in a gold tassel. There 
is no other trimming. 

Another gown gives the impression—pos- 
sibly erroneously—that if the wearer walked 
a bit faster the two halves of the skirt would 
separate in the back up to the waist. Even 
at a snail's pace the slit extended above the 
Knees in the back, and beginning at the 
waist line one lengthwise fold of the skirt 
appeared to be laid over the other, disdain- 
ing all fastening. This skirt is also slit 
in the front to a point half way between 
ankle and knee. It is of blue-green brocaded 
Sn, with a black net bodice and pink chif- 
fon undersleeves. 


Here’s the Zoo Gown. 

The zoo gowns, and there are several on 
exhibition, will evidently be popular. They 
are made of leopard skin cloth and a col- 
lection of them gives a real jungle effect. 

Coats show great diversity of length, plain 
tailor made models being shorter than 
dressier models, in which coats may reach to 
the knees. Coats are semi-itting and break 
at the waist line. 

Sleeves are full length and close fitting, 
the armhole showing no fullness. Cuffs are 
turned back and trimmed. 


Head Scarf and Train. 

Hats are small and round, but the fantastic 
trimmings make up for the demure shapes. 
Many of the bows and feathers seem to grow 
out from the exact center of the head. Oth- 
ers soar just over the forehead. Sometimes 
feathers are laid fat along the helmet shapes. 
instead of standing upright. Therearea few 
poke effects and a saucy modification of the 
Tam o Shanter is very popular.

Important new evidence was gathered yes- 
terday in the case of the woman whose body 
was found late Friday night on the shore of 
Lake Michigan at the foot of Greenleaf ave- 
nue, In Rogers Park, but the mystery still 
remains unsolved. The authorities are in 
doubt as to whether the case ie one of suicitie 
or of murder. 

One letter found in a book near the soles 
where the body lay contained enatchy refer- 
ence to financial distress, but whether the 
book and letter belonged to the dead women 
has not been determined. 


Developments Intensify Puzzle. | 
Among developments of the day were: 

Discovery that the automatic pistol 
found beside the body wae in all probabil-

Buyer of Revolver Traced. 

A clever bit of work by a newspaper re- 
porter brought to light facts suggesting that 
the dead woman was a Mias B. Lee of St. 
Elmo, Wis. The newspaperman got the 
number of the automatic pistol found near 
the body and telegraphed the makers of the 
weapon, the Harrington & Richards com- 
pany of Worcester, Mass., asking to whom 
that particular pistol had been sold. The 
reply was that the weapon, No. 1221, was 
included in a shipment sent to Hibbard, 
Spencer, Bartlett & Oo. of Chicago on 
March 29. ; 

Inquiry at Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co.’s showed that No. 1221 had been sold to 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. The manager of the 
sporting department of the store had a record 
showing that pistol No. 1221 had been bought 
by a Miss E. Lee of St. Elmo. 

The clerk, Felix Stone, who sold the pistol 
was found. Stone could remember little 
about the woman except that she was neatly 
but not expensively dressed. His descrip- 
tion of her tallies with the description of the 
dead woman. 

The theory presented by this identification 
of the pistol that the woman was from Wis- 
consin is strengthened by the fact that the 
umbrella found beside the body was made by 
C. F. Chapman of Milwaukee.

Saw Woman Near the Lake. 

John I. Larsen, a jeweler at 0958 North 
Clark street, positively identified the body 
as that of a woman about 40 years old who 
entered his store about 11 a. m.

“The woman seemed downhearted,’’ Lar- 
sen said. “As soon as she stepped into my 
store she slipped a wedding ring off her finger, 
handed it to me, and asked how much 1 
would give her for it.“ 

It was an old ring and much worn and 1 
told her it was not worth more than 35 cents 
to me. She replied: ‘ Well, that’s all I need,’ 
and hurried out as soon as I gave her the 
money. 

Jam positive it was the same woman. 
About 4 p. m. I took my son fora ride and we 
saw the woman sitting on the shore at the foot

One of these was 
badly torn and only part of it could be read. 

The torn letter bore no date, and this is 
all the police could make out:

Parading Pennsylvania avenue, the women 
pilgrims will abandon their automobiles and | 
flags at the capitol and enter that building 
armed with miles of petitions. No plans 
have been arranged for any ceremonies at

He asserts the figure is remark- 
ably low and contains no provision for an 
increase in thé rate, although the privilege 
becomes more valyable each year. 
“I have had no trouble in obtaining a 
responsible party to vastly increase the 
amount now paid,“ Barnes informed Mr. 
Traeger He said the new bidder, a Chi- 
cago concern, wouldpay $150,000 annually for 
the privilege and give a satisfactory bond. 

Barnes claims he will be able te show 
that any reputable advertising firm could 
take the contract at the $50,000 increase over 
the present rate and make a good profit. He 
says his conclusions were reached on admis- 
sions made to him by a special representa- 
tive of the Chicago Car Advertising company. 


Gross Receipts $500,000, 

“TI found,” he said, that the Chicago 
Railwaye company's gross feceipts from this 
source is approximately $500,000 a year. The 
claim is made that the advertising is not 
profitable to the concern having the contract, 
yet all they do is rent the space.“ 

The contention ig made by the dissatisfied 
shareholders that the contract with the Col- 
lier company is illegal because it has not been 
sanctioned, as the law requires, by the board 
of supervising engineers. *

One man was injured and several hundred 
passengers were shaken yesterday when a 
west bound train on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, known as the Ohio River Valley spe- 
cial, was sent into a derail near Pullmas 
avenue in Burnham, III., to avoid colliding

The locomotive of the train, which con- 
sisted of five Pullman sleepers and a baggage 
car, left the rails and overturned in a ditch. 

A. J, Heller, the fireman, was cut and 
bruised, but escaped serious injury. John 
Wilson, the engineer, escaped being hurt by 
leaping a few moments before the engine 
upset. - 

None of the coaches left the tracks, but 
the train was going at fair speed, and the 
jolt shook the passengers, some of whom 
were thrown from seats, 


Many Reported Hurt. 

Reports that a number of persons had 
been seriously injured reached the Hege- 
wisch police and.an ambulance and a patrol 
wagon were sent to the crossing. The in- 
jured fireman left the scené without medica) 
attention. ö 1 

The wreck delayed tralhé for about an 
hour while the overturned engine was being 
replaced on the rails. i 

According to the information received by 
the police the derailment of the engine of 
the Pennsylvania train averted a collision 
with a through train from gt. Louis en the 
Wabash railroad and probably saved many 
persons from injury. 


Throws Block Against Train. 

The Pennsylvania train, in charge of En- 
gineer Wilson, was westbound. The Wa- 
bash tracks are about a thousand feet from 
where the derail occurred. The towerman 
is said to have thrown a block signal against 
Wilson's train, knowing that the Wabash 
train was about to make the crossing. n- 
gineer Wilson's train went past the block 
target, however, and the man in the tower 
then threw the derail, and when the loco- 
motive of the Pennsylvania train ran into 
this the engine left the tracks and turned 
over in the ditch. 

Engineer Wilson said he did not notice that 
he had been given a biock signal. 

The police were told the Wabash train 
passed a few seconds after the derailment 
occurred and that the trains probably would 
have crashed had not the derail been thrown. 

The Pennsylvania train was the second 
section of train No. 109.

fore adjournment of the pending session. 
The only stumbling block the president has 
geen in the way of this legistation is the sen- 
So far as the house is concerned, he is 


in Spite of insurgency 
in the committee, it is the expectation of the 
president that a bill entirely acceptable to 
him and based upon the measure which he 
approved will be reported favorably to the 
house in time tor passage before the senate 
shall have voted on the tariff bill. 


Democratic Caucus Likely. 

The expedition the sepate is observing 
with respect to the tariff indicates a vote 
upon the Simmons-Underwood bill by Aug. 
20 at the latest. This means that more than 
three weeks will be available for the house 
to consider the cufrency bill and to pass it. 
In order to secure favorable action it may 
be necessary to call a caucus of the house 
Democrats so as to bind a sufficient number 
of members to support the bill. The same 
course may be necessary in thesenate. 

Immediately after the president has signed 
the tariff bill it is the purpose of senate Re- 
publicans to insist upon adjournment. If 
their wishes be not heeded they say they 
will prevent action on the currency bill by 
delaying a report by the senate banking and 
currency committee, and if their hands be 
forced by the Democrats on that committee, 
they will make protracted speeches and 
carry the debate along until December, when 
the regular session will begin. 


Wilson Prepared for Siege. 

The president is entirely willing to enter 
into an endurance test with senators. He 
is determined there shall be currency legis- 
lation. He believes it important because he 
anticipates that following the enactment of 
the tariff bill there will be a tremendous ex- 
Pansion of business, and he fears that unless 
an elastic currency is provided a panic will 
result. 

He is being told that a panic will be pre- 
cipitated if he presses currency legislation 
now. He regards this as a bugaboo raised to 
deter him from the performance of an im- 


: perative duty. and he will pay no attention 


to it. 

So feeling, the president is determined to 
keep congress in session until it shall carry 
out his recommendations and reform the 
banking and currency laws. If congress 


mediately recall it in extra session. He 
will focus the attention of the country upon 
the recaleitrants, and believes that public 
sentiment will force them to favor action 
or at least to stand aside and permit the 
passage of the bill. 


Wilson Unpopular at Capital. 

The president's policy of driving congress 
is not making him popular at the capitol. 
One Democratic leader said today that a 
great deal of irritation prevails under the 
surface against Mr. Wilson, and he asserted 
that many of his colleagues are merely 
awaiting the opportunity to give him a 
knockout blow. 

The president got in the bad graces of 
senators from the sugar and wool states by 
forcing free raw sugar and free raw wool 
down their throats. He made these senators 
and others angry by his charge of an in- 
sidious lobby, which they hold was a move 
to coerce them. 

Now he is demanding currency legislation 
when senators and congressmen are fatigued 
by their arduous tariff labors and are suffer- 
ing from the intense heat which prevails in 
Washington. On top of these incidents the 
president is extremely niggardly in handing 
out patronage. Few senators and congrcss- 
men have obtained all the appointments they 
desire, and some of them have been flatly 
turned down when they proposed to put. 
good Democrats in offices held by bad 
Republicans. 


Halts Plan to Oust Miss Lathrop.

Family of Misfortune, 

We will now introduce to you,” wrote the 
home office, “ the puzzle of the whole puzzle, 
or the case of William M. Bliss.

Several clubs met in the morning and adopt- 
ed resolutions or made arrangements to write 
to Mayor Harrison. The Chicago branch of 
the Association of Collegiate Alumnee met in 
the Fine Arts building. Miss Cabell, president 
of the alumne, presided. 


Resolutions by Collegiate Alumna. 


The following resolutions were adopted 
unanimously: 

Resolved, That the Chicago branch of the 
Association of Collegiate Alumne shall, and 
hereby through its executive committee does, 
earnestly protest against the acceptance of 
Mrs. Young’s resignation; 

That the mayor of the city be, and hereby 
is, requested to express his disapproval of 
the acceptance of Mrs. Yo\ing’s resignation 
by the board of education and to appoint 
to the positions on the board now vacant per- 
sons who will act upon educational ques- 
tions from an enlightened educational point 
of view; 

That the secretary of this organization 
be, and hereby is, instructed to request other 
branches of the Association of Collegiate 
Alumne to recognize the services of Mrs. 
Young to public school education in gen- 
eral by passing resolutions against her resig- 
nation and by sending copies of such resolu- 
tions to Mrs. Young and to the mayor of the 
city of Chicago.“ 

Copies of the resolutions were sent to Mrs. 
Young, the mayor, and Peter Reinberg, pres- 
ident of the school board. 


Ridge Woman’s Club Acts, 


The Ridge Woman's club called a special 
meeting to consider Mrs. Young's resigna- 
tion, Resolutions were adopted and a copy 
sent to the mayor. It follows in part: 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young is a person of 
physical and spiritual strength and of wide 
experience in education and in life and is 
especially fitted for the important office of 
superintendent of our schools. Be it hereby 

Resolved, That we, the Ridge Woman's 
club of 325 members, as mothers and as citi- 
zens, do most earnestly register our protest 
against the continuance of those conditions 
which are causing her resignation.” 


Mrs. Young Refuses Comment. 


Mrs. Young refused to make any further 
statement about her resignation. Tomorrow 
or Tuesday she will state to the women who 
appealed to her to reconsider whether or 
not she will take any further action. 

She intimated yesterday that it was up to 
the board of education now. According to 
Mrs. Young’s secretary there were more than 
1,400 letters received by her yesterday. 

Her office, as on Friday, was filled with 
cailers. 

Mrz. Young was particularly interested in 
the action of the Chicago Principals’ club 
ir sending the following communication to 
the school board: 

Ata special meeting of the Chicago Prin- 
cipals’ club held July 26, 1913, the principals 
of Chicago were unanimous in their request 
tnat the resignation of Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Yc ung, superintendent of schools, be not ac- 
cepted by your honorable body. 

“It ts our firm conviction that the inter- 
ests of the schools will be best served by re- 
tairirg Mrs. Toung as superintendent of 
schools, and allowing her to continue the 
educational policies which she has'so ably 
inaugurated.” 


HK. H. Gross Backs Up Mrs. Young. 

Howard H. Gross, formerly a member of 
the board of education, urged that conditions 
be changed so that Mrs. Young can continue 
her work uphampered. He made this state- 
ment: 

When a superintendent of schools of such 
preéminence, ability, broad scholarship, and 
thorough knowledge of our city schools, and 
one who has so completely the confidence of 


the people as Mrs. Young, is so set upon, 
badgered, interfered with, and humiliated by 
some board members who lack every quali!f- 
cation for the position they hold, that she 


feels she can only preserve her self-respect 


by resigning, it is time the whole people 
should sit up and take notice. 

Notice should be served upon the mayor 
that the school system is our most sacred 
institution, and that its board members 
should be made up wholly of high minded, 
well known citizens; whose record and stand- 
ing ig a guarantee that they will confine their 
activities to general policies of administra- 
tion and not mix up in technical matters of 
which they know nothing and which belong 
to the superintendent of schools“ 


URGES GOVERNMENT TO BAR 
WOMEN COOKS ON LAKE BOATS. 


William Burgess of Chicago Asserts Fe- 
male Employes on Freighters Are a 
Source of Immorality. : 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—[Special.J— 
William Burgess of Chicago, secretary of the 
American Vigilance association, filed today 
an emphatic protest against the employmem 
of women as cooks and stewardesees upon 
great lake freighters. The protest was 
giver to Representative Mann, author of the 
‘‘ white slave law,“ who submitted it to the 
proper officials of the government. 

The complaint alleges that the moral condi- 
tlons upon the ships on the great lakes, other 
than passenger boats, are unprintable. Mr. 
Burgess asserts it has become the practice 
upon these vessels to employ a woman asa 
cook or stewardess and the woman becomes, 
he says, “a source of general immorality.’ 
He asserts that wrecks upon the great lakes 
are in many instances directly traceable to 
the presence of women on the vessels. 

Lake boats from Chicago, Detroit, Toledo, 
Cleveland. and Buffalo present the worst 
cases of immorality, Mr. Burgess alleges, and 
unger the charges filed the secretary of the 
treasury has instructed customs officers at 
these ports to make an investigation and re- 
port.

New York. Juty 26.—[Speciah }—The posi- 
bility of a great strike affecting ai? the east- 
ern railroads was removed late today when 
representatives of the railroads and of the 
trainmien met and signed articles of arbi- 
tration. 
The arbitration agreement brought to an 
end several months of skirmishing, during 
which at all times a great strike was mi- 
nent. Today's final settlement resulted 
largely from the efforts of President Wilson, 
to avert a great industrial disturbance. The 
president’s interest in the controversy was 
effective in bringing about the quick nassage 
of the Newlands amendment to the Erdman 
act. Under this new act the work of arbi- 


| tration will be conducted. 


Under the Newlands act the questions at 


losue will be decided by six arbitrators. each 
side to choose two, and these four arbitra: | 


tors to select the remaining two members. 


Hearings Start in September. 
If the original four cannot agree upon the 


| two neutral members they will be chosen 


by the permanent federal board of mediation; | 


| and conciliation. Hearings must begin witiritr } 


thirty days after the completion of the board. 

The hearings will be in New York City, and 
probably will start early in September. The 
award of the arbitrators will remain in ef- 


4 fect one year, at the close of which perio’ the 


railroads may give thirty days’ notice if they 
desire a change. 

The conductors and trainmen announced 
the names of their representatives on the 
board of arbitration. They are Lucius E. 
Sheppard of. Cedar Rapids, Ia., senior vice 
president of the Order of Railway Conduct 
ors, and Daniel L. Cease of Cleveland. O., 
editor and manager of the Railway Train- 
men, official organ of the trainmen’s organi- 
gation. 


Roads Withdraw Their Demands. 

After a brief conference with the labor 
leaders the mediators announced that the 
qrticies of arbitration would present the six- 
teen original demands of the employés with- 
out change. 

The only point won by the railroads wae an 
agreement that the decision of the arbitra- 
tors should become effective on Oct. 1 in- 
stead of being retroactive. 

The most important concession and the 
move which really paved the way for the final 
agreement Was mace by the railroads The 
roads withdrew their demand that their 
grievances against the employés should be 
considered. 

This concession removed the only remaln- 


ing obstacle to arbitration and averted a 


strike. In a statement explaining their po- 
sition, the managers said they have made this 
concession because they felt it was their 
duty to protect the traveling public. 


TROOPS AT MICHIGAN MINZES. 

Calumet, Mich., July 26.—Reinforcements 
of state troops began arriving in Calumet 
today at daybreak. Companies from Big 
Rapids, Grand Haven, and Muskegon 
reached the copper country early and spe- 
cial trains carrying troops from the lower 
peninsula followed at intervals of a few 
hours. 

Houghton county was quiet all morning, 
but in Keweenaw county, to the north, a se- 
rious situation confronted the communities 
clustered about the Ahmeek, Mohawk, and 
Allouez mines. Strikers visited the plants 
and insisted that work of all kinds close. As

tions, which supplied light and water to the 
villages, were closed down and the inhabit- 


ants faced the possibility of an uncontrolled | 


fire or epidemics of fever.

{WO OBJECTS IN VIEW. 


Main Effort Will Be Made to 


Educate Producers to Bet- 
ter Methods. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C. July 26.—{ Special. I- In 
-esponse to the protests and threats of milk 
‘eglers’ associations, the department of ag- 
culture lor ed a statement today defining 


its aims and policies in protecting consum- 
ers from the sale of impure milk. 
The department explains that its endea - 
vors in this direction are twofold: 
1. Shippers of impure milk are prose- — 
cuted under the provisions of the fed- | 
eral food and drug act. | 
2. Farmers and dairymen are educated _ 

to promote the purity of their product by | 
the improvement of sanitation, the adop-. | 
tion of scientific methods of handling | 
milk, pasteurization, and the tuberculin | 
test. 
The government has been conducting «a 
widespread campaign againet shippers of im- 
pure milk, having obtained convictions of 
more than 100 deairymen in IIMnois alone, | 
who were felling their product in St. Louls. 
Recently several organizations of dealers 
met in Washington and protested that the 
standards of purity set by the department 
were unfair and increased the cost of pro- 


duction. They threatened to raise the price 


, of milk if the department should persist in 


its policy. 


Has No Definite Standard. 

“It is erroneously supposed that the de- 
partment of agriculture has established ab- 
solute standards and bacterial counts to 
which all milk coming under its jurisdiction | 


in interstate commerce must comply,” the 


—

department's statement says. “ The depart- 
ment has established no absolute standards. 
It certainly has not and will not establish 
any rule declaring that milk containing less 


| than a certain number of bacteria per cubic 


centimeter is good milk. Under such a 
standard milk containing less than a certain 
number of typhoid or tubercule bacilli would 
automatically be passed as coming up to 
standard. 

“A simple count of the bacteria is not in 
itself sufficient to determine absolutely its 
safety. The nature of the bacteria as well 
as their number must also if possible be con- 
sidered. 

“Whatever power the department has to 
compel milk dealers to produce safe, clean 
milk comes to it from the food and drugs 
act. Under this act the department has 
power to request the department of justice 
to order prosecutions.or seizures only in the 
case of milk that enters into interstate com- 
merce. In this work the department does 
not set up standards, but accepts the stand- 
ards of the city into which the milk is being 
shipped across state lines.“ 


Tells of Educational Work. 

The statement describes the educational 
work in detail. Dairy inspectors instruct 
farmers in conducting model dairies, such 
demonstrations having improved the quality

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of milk supplied to more than 200 cities. 

“These demonstrators,” the department 
says, “ have no power to compel the farmer 
to follow their advice; they merely try to 
ghow him that these measures are for his 
own good. They do not and cannot require 
the farmer to pasteurize his milk. Where 
they find a herd that is not tested for tuber- 
culosis, or milk being produced in an unclean 
way, they advise that the milk be pasteur- 
ized, using any one of a number of compet- 
ing machines or a home made pasteurizer. 

“As a result of this work thousands of 
farmers have introduced new and sanitary 
methods of producing and shipping milk, 
not because they were forced to do 80.“

ANTI-MILITANTS 
END LONG MARCH 
Pilgrimage Culminates in 


Gathering of 100,000 Women 
at Hyde Park. 


LONDON CHEERS HIKERS. 


Carrie Chapman Catt Among the 
Speakers; Open Demonstra- 
tion by Street Parade. 


LONDON, July 26.—The long pilgrimage to 
London of nonmilitant women suffragets cul- 
minated this evening in a monster gathering 
at Hyde Park attended by fully 100,000 
women. 

Headed by banners bearing the motto 
Reason, not force "—which is the battle cry 
of the law abiding National Union of Wom- 
en’s Suffrage societies—the petticoated bat - 
talions, with bands playing and banners fly- 
ing, swept through the four principal gates 
of the park and converged at a central point, 
where seventy speakers addressed them from 
twenty platforms. 

At the sound of a bugle a resolution was 
simultaneously adopted begging parliament, 
without further delay, to give women the 
franchise. 

The vast concourse of women is believed to 
constitute a record in any political agitation. 
It drew enormous crowds of sightseers. 

Among the speakers were Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, Mrs. Charlotte Despard, and 
a number of members of the house of com- 
mons. 

Big Parade in London Streets. 

Many thousand of the nonmilitant suffra- 
gets paraded this morning as a preliminary 
to a great service in St. Paul's cathedral and 
the subsequent demonstration in Hyde Park. 

The London women turned out to greet at 
the cathedral the marching columns which 
arrived from all parts ofthe kingdom. These 
marching columns, in emulation of their 
American sisters whose march to Washing- 
ton to influence legislation favorable to the 
suffrage cause attracted so much attention, 
converged on the capital along the five great 
roads leading to London, which end at the 
Maneion house, the center of the British 
world.

On March Five Weeks. 

The women started on June 18 and were on 
the way five weeks. They were cordially re- 
ceived in all parts of the country, clergymen, 
college professors, and business men speak- 
ing at their meetings along the route. 

At Bedford the trade unionists gave proof 
of their loyalty to the women by forming an 
escort for a speaker who was addressing a 
hostile audience.

A cyclist corps of 
newspaper girls accompanied the marchers, 
selling the official journal of the constitu- 
tional guffragists.

SHANGHAI, July 264—The landing ef 
Sailors from the foreign warships at this 
city today has relieved the foreigners and 
better class of Chinese, and the country peo- 
ple are beginning to return to their homes. 

The country districts around Shanghai pre- 
sent an aspect of desolation. Villages have 
been burned and the craps ruined. Corpses 
are lying everywhere. Philanthropic organ- 
igations are caring for the refugees, thou- 
sands of whom are still camping in the streets 
of this city. 

The forces manning the Wu-Sung forts 
went over to the government yesterday, but 
on the same evening they rejoined the stand- 
ard of the rebellion. The commanding gen- 
eral fled and the troops to the number of 8,000 
all of whom are strongly pro-rebel, elected 
a new leader who declares he will not partici- 
pate in the fighting until attacked. 


Aliens Ready to Leave. 

A special train is being kept in readiness te 
remove foreigners from Wu-Sung, should the 
situation make such a course advisable. 

All was quiet about the arsenal here today. 
The bombardment which it received from the 
government forces yesterday seems to have 
effectively removed the rebels The bulk of 
them are concentrated in the neighborhood 
of Chapai to the north of Shanghai. 

In response to an appeal from the residents 
of Chapal, a northern suburb, the m unicipal 
police sent officers to take command there. 

A proclamation was issted by the municipai 
authorities notifying the belligerents and ail 
actively associated with the revolt that the 
foreign settlement had heen closed to them. 

Peace propositions are under discussion 
between the two parties. Dr. Wu Ting-fang, 
formerly Chinese minister to the United 
States, is the most prominent among the 
intermediaries. but it is doubted here whether 
be is authorized by Provisional President 
Yuan Shi Kal. 


Ask for Naval Guard. 
HANKOW, China, July 26.—Urgent ap- 
peals were received today from the foreign- 
ers resident in Ku Ling for a naval guard. 
There are over 2,000 aliens there, mostly 
women and children. The authorities have 
not yet taken any action. 

The northern forces, according to a dis- 
patch from Kiu Klang, started a general 
advance yesterday and the rebels retreated 
before them in confusion.

Ambassador Walter H. Page's interview 
m the London Chronicle last week, in which 
he explains that fh addition to the income of 
$100,000,000 given by John D. Rockefeller for 
the study and eradication of the hookworm 
disease throughout the world a further sum 
of $100,000,000 had been raised by certain 
wealthy men in America for the increase of 
the health and efficiency of mankind by the 
elimination of anszemia and kindred maladies, 
serves to call attention to the fact that there 
are at the present moment two emperors 
who are likewise actively engaged in fur- 
thering eugenics. One of them is the kaiser 
and the other the mikado. 

One of the features of the recent celebra- 
tion of the kaiser’s silver jubilee was his 
dedication of the new stadium at Grune- 
wald just outside Berlin. The emperor de- 
clared on that occasion that he intended that 
it should be the commencement of a new 
athletic era for Germany; that the stadium, 
which is to be used for the international 
Olympic games in 1916, is to be the temple 
of the new cult. It is to be a super-stadium 
for super-Germans, who are to be trained 
into a physical perfection superior to that 
of the giants of Frederick the Great's cele- 
brated bodyguard. 


All Round Development Aim. 

Steps are being taken by the kaiser and the 
government in conjunction with municipali- 
ties and other public bodies all over Ger- 
many for the construction of smaller sta- 
diums and for the provision of facilities for 
training in swimming. running, jumping, 
and all other athletic sports, the idea being 
not so much to excel in any particular line 
as to develop the physique and the muscle 
of the nation, thus producing a taller, more 
powerful and lusty race than the Teuton of 
today. 

Hitherto Germans have restricted their 
activities in this direction to gymnastics, 
and practically every town and village of 
the empire has its turnverein. The sphere 
of these societies is to be extended under 
the auspices and with the assistance of the 
state and municipal authorities in such a 
fashion as to embrace all other branches of 
athletics designed to improve and augment 
the physique. 3 


Mikado's Purpose Similar. 

The mikado has a somewhat similar pur- 
pose in View. His particular hobby, like that 
of his father and predecessor on the throne, 
is to increase the stature of his subjects, and 
all sorts of experiments have been tried and 
are still being tried, with the object of vro- 
ducing a taller race of Japanese. 

In no country of the world is full stature 

“more highly prized by the people than in 
Japan. Stunted growth is con dered in the 
light of a misfortune and to such an extent 
does this sentiment prevail that the most 
extraordinary precautions are adopted to 
avert eyerything of ili omen tha: according 
to popular superstition might interfere with 
growth. . 

Thus children are strictly prohibited from 
measuring their height, lest by so doing they 
should prevent themselves from ever becom- 
ing any taller. Neither are they allowed to 
carry any basket or bundle on thei: heads, 
and boys are even debarred from amusing 
themselves by means of such tricks as bal- 
ancing balls, sticks, swords, or in fact any- 
thing at all, on their heads. 


Jap Plan Late in Coming. 

Under the circumstances and in view of 
the importance which the Japanese attach 
to height, it is surprising that in adopting 80 
many of the western methods of education 
and training of the mind, they shogjd have 
neglected until lately the development of 
It is 
only quite recently that attention has been 
given at the various schools and colleges to 
gymnestics and the youngsters compelie?é 
to undergo a course of calisthenics. 

Athletic .societies are now being formed on 
American and European lines, and there is 
no doubt that the rising generations of he 
people of Japan will develop a finer physique 
and a superior stature to that of thelr coun- 
trymen of the present day. 


Baron Hits on Plan. 

The surgeon general of the Japanese navy, 
Baron Takaki, who shortly after the war 
with Russia delivered a series of addresses 
at some of the principal medical colleges in 
the United States, suggested to his sovereign 
that it might be possible to izfcrease the 
height of his countrymen, if he could only 
manage to develop the length of their legs. 

The baron had, after much study, arrived at 
the conclusion that this brevity of the legs 
is due to the practice of his countrymen to 
squat on their heeis, and by way of demon- 
strating the exactitucec of his theory showed 
that all of his sons were six footers, a cir- 
‘cumstance which he ascribes to the fact that 


ne never allowed them in their childhood or 


boyhood to squat upon their heels, but in- 
sisted upon their sitting upon high chairs. 


Pupils Now Use Chairs. 

Chairs, forms and desks of the American 
and European type are now installed in all 
the government and municipal schools and 
colleges, as wel! as in the well-to-do private 
institutions of learning, for the use of the 
young pupils. But some more years will have 
to elapse before any definite pronouncement 
can be made as to the succeze of Baron 
Takaki's experiment. 

My own opinion, based upon a residence of 
some years in Japan, and upon an intimate 
acquaintance with her people, is that some 
forty or fifty years will have to elapse be- 
fore the scheme advocated by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Baron Takaki and by the miksdo, oro- 
duces any visible results.

Amerioan schoolboys who have been travel- 
ing through Great Britain for a fortnight 
started for the continent on Wednesday.

They had already 
visited Eton, Harrow, Rugby, and Win- 
chester. | 

The difference between English and Ameri- 
can phraseology at first caused an amusing 
misunderstanding. The men who arranged 
the tour had written letters to the managers 
of the educational establishments here that 
the party of youngsters which was coming 
over was from private schools“ 

The migunderstanding as to what was 
meant by a “private school” in America 
cauged the English hosts at the outset of the 
tour to be surprised to find that their guests 
were well built youths of a type similar to 
and difficult to distinguish from the ordinary 
class at Harrow and Rugby. 

The visitors in some cases had to put up 
with meals intended for boys of from 7 to 10 
years of age, for here a “ private school Is 
an establisnment where very young boys go

Flogging Gives Them a Shock. 

‘The impressions of most of the American 
Dboys seemed to have been pointed to the 
practical side of the ucational sy etem. 
They approved of two uni es, 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, where the system of 
nonresidence ahd other features more neafly 
correspond with the American institution. 
They confessed that when they got to the 
English public schools they received the sur- 
prise of their lives, This wae the British 
system of corporal punishment. 
There was much speculation on their part 
as to what would happen in an American 
town where the head master resorted to flog- 
ging. Flogging, in fact, turned out to be 
their greatest discovery, and when they were 
shown the instruments employed et Rugby, 
Harrow. Eton. and Winchester r aston- 
lahment knew no bounds. It was explained 
to them that flogging nowadays was re- 
served for those whose parents could afford 
to educate them in thé public schools. It 
does not exist in the common schools because 
the working classes resent it and generally 
prosecute the teacher on a charge of assault 
if he resorts to such methods of punishment. 


Neither Had Read Tom Brown.” 


American boys more than the other publie 
schools. as they conveyed an idea of the 
robust, hearty life which was not received 
elsewhere. When acked if Tom Brown's 
Schooldaya had not influenced their im 
pressions of Rugby all the American boys 
declared tnat they nadn't read the book, 
one of their masters adding: We met hard- 
ly a boy at Rugby who bad réad ‘Tor 
Brown,’ although it was Judge Hughes’ oun 
achoo!l.”’

BERLIN, July G- There is serious discon- 
tent with the proposed tariff of 16 per cent 
on German books which have hitherto been 
allowed to enter the United States free. 

A portion of the press declares that it is 
an attempt to kill off German literature in 
the United States and compel German Ameri- 
cans to buy English books. 

Various organizations in America have ap- 
pealed to the central industrial organizations 
of Germany to exert their influence in favor 
of this country participating in the gan 
Francisco exposition. 

In reply to these appeals the German in- 
dustrial correspondence agency sends a 
statement to the preas to the effect that Ger- 
many refuses to participate in the Panama: 
Pacific exposition chiefly on account of 
America’s continued unfair tariff policies. 

Love of the fatherland by Germans in 
America does not seem to be ground for ap- 
pealing for German participation, for the 
fact is that voluntary contributions of Ger- 
mans in America for the $250,000,000 military 
increase expenses have been less than $25,000, 
while the German colony at Antwerp alone 
contributes $75,000. 

This proves that the German spirit in 
America is not strong. Moreover, in speeches 
at many banquets and at the recent enter- 
tainment of 200 American engineers who were 
for several weeks the guests of the German 
Society of Engineers, the Americans never 
referred to the blood relationship. The 
German speakers often dwelt on it, but the 
Americans only considered the relationship 
from a trade standpoint. 

The statement says that the American 
government not only neglects German cul- 
ture and education but seeks to discourage 
and put obstacles in its way, which is proved 
by the proposed tariff on books from Ger- 
many, which will compel many Germans to 
cease keeping in touch with the develop- 
ment in Germany of German literature.

It had hitherto been popularly sup- 
posed that he was compelled to remain poor 
because of his extravagant love of jewels. 

“Unfortunate speculations turned out to 
have been the cause of his financial ruin. 
Documents have been disinterred showing 
that he officially informed the municipality 
of Amsterdam that he had suffered heavy 
losses in business transactions as well as 
through damages and losses on the high seas. 

It was at a time—i6é40 te 1660—when all 
Europe was engaged in feverish money 
making in connection with Holland's 
meteoric commercial prosperity. Specula- 
tion took place on a reckless scale. Immense 
fortunes were sunk in shipping, banking, and 
colonial enterprises. 

Rembrandt, whose highly artistic nature 
was sadly devoid of even elementary busi- 
ness sense, fell an easy victim to the schem- 
ing speculators of that era of frenzied 
finance, and he lost his entire fortune. 

Many of his pictures were seized for debt 
by the legal authorities before the canvases 
were half finished. Bankruptcy finally over- 
took him and compelled him to sell all his 
properties, his home, and priceless works of 
art under the hammer at sacrifice prices.

The sale of $25,000 worth of government 2 per 
cent bonds at 95% today attracted a good deal at 
attention becaube of the nature of the contract. 
This was a new low record here. Hardly a month 
ago they were selling at par. While it was the 
ordinary transaction of its kind, flat, without 
interest for twenty days.“ it aroused interest be- 
cause it was the first of the kind that has been 
concentrated in government bonds in the ese 
decline. 

Interest centered on the question ot its being ' 
short sale and the possibility of bearish opera- 
tions in government bonds based on the inade- 
quacies of the currency bill provision for the ro- 
demption of the bonds was presented for the * 
time in concrete shape. 

The form of the contract lends itself easily to 
short selling. It is a contract designed to allow 
the seller sufficient periods of e to permit pf 
transferring operations, to all for time of transit 
if sold for foreign account, or in other ways to 
„ allow time to cover difficulties of delivery of 
bonds owned though not in immediate possession. 

A possible situation is for a seller to make such 
a contract having no bonds, but expecting to 
cover the transaction by buying them in at the 
end of the option period.

This form of contract in securities transactions 
was one in general use a generation ago, and. 
turned from its ostensible purpose into a short 
sale, was used to good advantage and their owa 
great profit by many of the old time figures in 
speculation, 

The contract has survived chiefly in bonds, where 
at present it is commonly used for its face utility 
‘where real difficulties in transfer of bonds from 
Seller to buyer exist and in short sales where 
bonds are hard to borrow. 

There are a number of circumstances in the 
sale of a government bond that would require a 
moderately lengthy delivery period—namely; difi- 
culty of registration changes, release of bonds 
under other contract or heid as collateral. | 

The sale of today may well have been in this 
nature, and not a short gale. The price was the 
new low record for the bonds, one-half a point 
below the price of the day before. Government 
bonds will be watched with interest for further 
transactions of this kind.

MEXICAN N POLICY PLEASES 


Optimism Reigns with Rail 
Strike Settlement Near; 
Steel Prices Firm. 


New York, July'26.—Trading in stocks dur- 
ing today’s brief market session was in most 
essentials characteristic of the midsummer 
season. The undertone was irregular and at 
first mainly downward, the only striking ex- 
ception being the Hill group, these stocks re- 
sponding to favorable crop advices. | 

Lehigh Valley and minor railers and spe- 
cialties also contributed slightly to the con- 
structive side, while Canadian Pacific, Louls- 
ville and Nashville, and ‘Soo’ were weakest 
of the standard railway shares. In the spe- 
cial group American Express yielded five 
points and made another new low record, 


London Market Heavy. | 

Operations were altogether professional and 
of narrow proportions. General news was 
without direct bearing upon market condi- 
tions, except for the heaviness of the Lon- 
don market, due, it was declared, to fears 
of another outpouring of new securities, The 
Outstanding feature of the London market 
was a decline of practically four points in 
National Railways of Mexico first preferred. 

‘Washington advices again dealt with pro- 
posed congressional investigation of the New 
York Central's refunding project and of a 
general halt by the interstate commerce com- 
mission in freight rate advances. 


The action of the week's stock market indicated 
the maintenance of increased confidenre. This 
was partly due to the further necessities of bearish 
traders, who persisted in putting out fresh lines 
on advances, only to be obliged to buy again as the 
rise proceeded. Buying for foreign account was 
a feature of the week's events, and this had a 
sentimental effect in strengthening the market. 

The deelining tendency of discount rates abroad, 
however, was arrested. The great central banks, 
especially the Bank of France and the Imperial 
Bank of Germany, continued their policy of up- 
building and conserving gold holdings, as though 
in expectation of further strain. 

Nevertheless, there was appreciable relaxation 
of the New York money market, banks showing 
more willingness to put out time loans for the 
shorter periods, up to ninety days. In cpnsonance 
with this there was improvement in che bond 
market and some notable price recoveries in low 
grade bonds. 

On the other hand, there were reminders that 
difficulties in the enlistment of capita) still re- 
main. The announcement of a proposed 
issue of New Haven convertible bonds resulted in 
an alyupt fall in price of the outstanding 6s to the 
lowest price ever recorded. The stock also re- 
ceded to about its previous low level. United 
States government bonds broke inte new low 


ground. | 
Money Bill Considered, 


The special troubles which beset the New Haven 
and the question of treatment of outstanding gov- 
ernment bonds in the new currency bill held some 
part in these movements, but they were significant 
also of the general investment situation. The 
analogy of the foreign government bond prices 
does not encourage a hope of prices at par for 
United States bonds divested of the circulation 
privilege, even with the interest rate i 
from 2 to 8 per cent. 

The question of increase of wages to eastern 
railroad trainmen possesses an interest to security 
holders beyond the immediate solution of the arbi- 
tration problem. That an award will ¢arry some 
increases is generally expected. There/is a belief 
also that such an outcome might help the con- 
tention of the railroads for higher freight rates. 
Higher charges, it is believed, would not lessen 
the volume of traffic. 

Much of the return would find itself) back inte 
increased outiay, both for wages and upkeep. It 
is argued also that the improvement of the rall- 
road’s credit would help the sale of bonds and the 
pushing of new enterprises, with an impulse to 
a wide variety of industries. 

Steel trade advices report a better! sentiment 
caused by the stock market revival, but no mar- 
ket activity among buyers. Orders for pig iron 
were placed at price concessions. Republic Bteel’e 
good half year strengthened the promise for United 
States Steel's showing. Leading preducers of 
copper advanced prices and the strike ia the Lake 
Superior mines was taken 4 an advantage for 
the companies not affected. 


Mexico Policy Pleases. 


Possibility of ultimate good to corporations hav- 
ing interests in Mexico was inferred from the new 
policy outiined by the government. Impairment 
of the corn crop was recognized from the hot wave, 
but not enough to destroy hopes of a profitable 
harvest. The growth of the idle freight car sur- 
plus at this time in contrast with last year’s de- 
creasing tendency marks the divergent} course of 
trade activity this year from last.

The history of the first motorcycle is not 
procurable. No two authorities agree on its 
origin. Commercially, the present day prod- 
uct is 12 years old. The manufacture of this 
type of motor vehicle was begun in 1900. Be- 
fore that time certain inventive geniuses had 
built their own Individual cara, but they were 
not marketable. 

One authority declares that “ the motor- 
eycie is at least 45 years old, for there are 
records existing which show that the firat 
two wheeled vehicle of cycle construction 
propelled by motor power pas built in 1868.“ 
This was what then was known as a steamer, 
and was built by W. W. Austin of Winthrop, 
Mass. Other crude affairs had preceded it, 
but Austin is said to be the first mechanic 
who was capable of advancing a practical 
theory. His machine was the old velocipede 
type, equipped with a cumbersome coal burn- 
ing steam engine. 

In 1860 George. . a Frenchman, pat - 
ented a gasoline engine, but it was not prac- 
tical. Two brothers in Copeland, Cal., in- 
troduced themselves to motorcycledom in 
1884 by constructing a stocky affair of the 
steamer variety. They could net, however, 
find capital with which to engineer their 
project. 

According to Oscar Hedstrom, an authority 
on motorcycles, a Buffalo manufacturer 
named Thomas was the first manufacturer of 
clamped to the lower diagonal frame tube 
practical motorcycles. In 1900 he built a ma- 
chine known as the auto-bi, with the motor 
and driven by pulley friction on the rear 
tire... This operation, however, later was 
changed to belt drive. 

In the next two years many manufacturers 
produced machines. Mr. Hedstrom is said to 
be responsible for designing one of the ma- 
chines that enjoys a big sale today. The 
Marsh brothers, Pope, George Holley, F. J. 
Edmond, and J. H. Sager also had their in- 
nings. 


In che late 908 motor tandems, owing to 4 


the popularity attained in the racing game, 
became instrumental in creating a demand 
for single passenger road machines. Many 
makes were put on the market, but few of 
them survived the strenuous competition. 
Among those that succumbed were the Royal, 
Orient, Warwick, Thomas, Hercules, De 
Long, Holley, Wagner, and the Mitchell. 
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Not until 1898 did motorcycling have a 
beginning in Chicago, and even then no prac- 
tical machine was produced. Pennington 
exhibited the first machine in . at a 
cycle show. 

Gradually, however, practical machines of 
eastern make found their way to the middle 
west. Several of these machines came to 
stay, but more of them ~™+* ~ith an early 


failure. People were slow te invest their 


money in experiments. The first machines 
to be sold here were of French manufacture. 
They did not, however, meet with a ready 
market. They were too lightly built. The 
French, in censtructing them, had in mind 
only the roads of their country. They lost 
sight of the fact that American roads then 
as now call for strength and durability. As 
a result, the French machines did not enjoy 
an extensive sale. 

The only thing in which America does not 
excel in the manufacture of motorcycies, 
according to J. P. Mahoney, ie the driv- 
ing chain. The best chain is made in Eng- 
land. Under the present tariff, the English 
chain can be produced and placed on the 
market here at the same price at which the 
American manufacturer is able to put out his 
chain. 

One manufacturer in Germany makes a fine 
chain. The co nies in the United States 
produce fairl ood chains, but they are not 
to be compared with those made in England 
and Germany. American chains are not 
properly finished. The rod on the English 
chain, for instance, is burnished to size, or 
ground. The roller is absolutely perfect. 
Holes ‘are drilled in the bar stock and reamed. 
Here the manufacturers do not touch the out- 
side of the bar stock at all. It may average 
from .003 to 008 in diameter. It sometimes 
varies as much as 0l7—or F thousandths. 
The foreign chain is made by the best skilled

The exportation of American motorcycles 
has grown rapidly. Most of this foreign 
business has come ungolicited. Motorcycles 
now are being shipped to Australia, New 
Zealand, Cape Town, South Africa, Finland, 
Sootiand, Germany, Sweden, and some few 
machines have gone into Russia. They also 


have been exported in small lots to China 
and Japan. This year Canada will get about 


8,000 machines from Chicago and something 
like 10,000 from the country at large. 

The total output of motorcycles in the 
United States this year will, according to 
one Chicago manufacturer, be 115,000 ma- 
chines. Ten per cent of this number will 
be exported. 

As the motoreycle has grown in popularity 
and become an established institution, de- 
mands for improvement have arisen. Mo- 
torcyclists found that their wives and 
sweethearts wished to take long jaunts 
with them. The back seat was invented, 
and while thousands of these have been put 
in use, the demand for more comtort has 
grown. As a result the side car has been 
created, and now the women may enjoy a 
ride said to be as luxurious and as comfort- 
able as that afforded by the high grade 
touring car. It not only is comfortable but 
it is economical and within reach of those 
who cannot afford a limousine. 

Another improvement now demanded lend 
on which the manufacturers are working is 
a permanent lighting outfit such as eleetric 
headlight and tail lights, the lights being 
provided by an electric storage battery. 
Nothing of this kind has yet been perfedted. 
It must be “foolproof,” because so many 
of them will be used in the country far * 
a repair shop.

IVE automobile associations in the city 
of Chicago last week pledged the or- 
phans of the city at least one day of 
happiness every year. 

To centralize their efforts for a suc- 
cessful bestowal of charity and philanthropy 
an association was formed, articles for the 
incorporation of which now are before the 
secretary of state for consideration. The 
organizations party to the movement are 
the Chicago Automobile club, Chicago Motor 
club, Chicago Garage Owners’ association, 
Chicago Automobile Trade association, and 
the Electrical Vehicle Association of Amer- 
ica.

The rubber plastic will save many a dollar 
by becoming the proverbial stitch in time. 
Where a cut is discovered in the tread of 
a casing it should be immediately cleaned 
of dirt or grease by the liberal use of gaso- 
Une and a small brush carried for the pur- 
pose. Then the plastic is kneaded into the 
cut, over which a piece of paper is placed, 
and the tire wound with tape to hold the 
plastic until it hardens, which usually re- 
quites a night. 

Most of the ‘grade crossing accidents that 
befall motorists arise through the motor be- 
ing stalled in an attempt to make the usual 
slight grade on high gear and under a low 
charge of gas and a consequent slow motor 
speed. A careful driver will make it an in- 
variable rule to shift to an intermediate gear 
just before reaching a railroad crossing, no 
matter what the condition or chrcumstance, 
and even if he can see a clear track for half 
a mile in either direction. By so doing he 
has increased motor speed when needed, with 
a consequent addition of available power, so 
as to accelerate the motor without great 
danger of stalling the motor immediately on 
the track and possibly in front of a rapidly 
moving train.

Motorists form habits that are hard te 
eradicate, and which lead sometimes to m- 
convenience, if not to damage and expense.

After the constant use a car receives during 


the riding season, and usually with as little 
attention as possible, considerable sediment 
is apt to have collected in the radiator, with 
a tendency to destroy the cooling effect. Late 
in the fall, just before it is time to add an 
anti-freezing mixture, it will be well to clean 
out the cooling system, including the radia- 
tor and pipes to and from it. This ts easily 
and cheaply accomplished, requiring only 
a little time and little effort. Common wash- 
ing soda should be dissolved in water and 
poured into the radiator after the same has 
been drained and the valves shut off. The 
motor should be run for five minutes to cir- 
culate the solution. Then let it stand ten 
minutes, run the motor again, and drain from 
all points. This operation should be re- 
peated and then fresh water substituted, 
again running the motor and draining. The 
fresh water operation should be performed 
three. or four times.

Motorists should remeber that— 

Reé and green side lights are not permitted 
in Chicago, according to a recently passed or- 
dinance, and if used are apt to result inarrest 
and fine.

Fitting Out for a Motor Tour; 


What to Take and What to Leave. 


OURING in a motor car is much like 
any other sort of travel, so far as con- 
cerns what to take and what to leave 
at home—it all depends upon condi- 
tions, where one goes, how many are 

in the party, and how long a trip is to be 
made. 

There is no set rule on the matter of correct 
equipment, for, as in the case of camping, 
experience shows that on the first trip use- 
less articles are taken and essentials left 
behind. 

Traveling in the east, which is thickly popu- 
lated and where supply houses and garages 
are numerous, would not necessitate the 
same equipment as motoring in the west or 
north, where miles and miles might be trav- 
eled without meeting a sometimes welcome 
garage. 

There are, however, a few things that are 
essential in any sort of locality, including 3 
good tire outfit, with at least a couple of 
spare casings and tubes, a repair outfit, an 
interliner in all cases, an air bottle unless 
the car has a pump attachment, and, above 
all, two jacks instead of the customary one. 
With this outfit the motorist will have little 
trouble so far as tires are concerned, for he 
will be able to reach a supply department 
long before he exhausts this supply. 


No motorist should go without tire chains; 
as a matter of fact, he should keep these in 
his car at all times, for he may need them 
when only twenty miles away from home— 
and, naturally, just when he least expects it. 

A particular car will require some things 
that another will not, and so the motorist 
should be so well acquainted with his own 
machine as to know a few little parts that 
might be needed. An assortment of nuts and 
bolts, cotterpins, a roll of wire such as is 
used to sustain stope pipe, a little litharge 
and glycerin for repairing radiators, and 
fine emery for grinding valves are essential 
and take up little room. 

The ordinary tool kit is more or less of a 
makeshift and seldom contains such tools 
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as are found to be needed when something 
really happens. The motorist should have, 
among other things, two sizes of pipe 
wrenches,two sizes of monkey wrenches, sev- 
eral flat wrenches, a couple of pliers, two 
fiat and two round files, two sizes of screw- 
drivers, two or three cold chisels, and a 
couple of punches. With these added to 
the regular kit there is not much that cannot 
be cared for on the road. Many motorists 
carry a emall soldering outfit to repair a 
pipe line, but brown soap applied and held 
by tire tape will generally make @ temporary 
repair. | 

A party should get along with as little 
clothing as possible in order to save weight 
and room, taking the essentials and shipping 
a trunk ahead to some known destination. 
Outside of personal effects there should be 
a good supply of raincoats, rubber hats, etc., 
for, while a car is fitted with a top, it might 
happen that the occupants would be required 
to walk if stalled in the mud, or they might 
have to make a tire change and would need 
protection. Besides, a good rubber coat 
keeps out wind and prevents the moist air 
from reaching the body. 

Plenty of good straps for attaching bag- 
gage often save time and the baggage, too; 
a thermos bottle is a blessing on a cold or a 
hot day; robee are essential in cold weather 
and dusters in the summer; never forget gog- 
gles, and try the amber kind if you would 
have complete rest to the eyes.

The climate of Utah Lake valley is char 
acterized by low annual precipitation, moder- 
ate temperature, low relative humidity, and 
aboundant sunshine. The highest tempera- 
ture recorded at Provo City is 104 degrees. 
and the lowest 18 degrees below zero. 

The principal streams used for irrigation 
in this valley originate in the Wasatch moun- 
tains. Their water is of good quality, though 
generally the amount !s Insufficient for the 
irrigation of all the cultivated lands. The 
central part of the valley is fairly well sup- 
plied with frrigation water. Here there are 
many ringe and flowing artesian wells, 
many of which are large enough to irrigate 
considerable land. In the northern and 
southern parts of the valley, however, irri- 
gation water is more scarce and large areas 
of cultivated land that are never irrigated 
may be found. Around Payson and Satequin 
and in the Goshen valley the greater part of 
the land is not irrigated. 

“Agriculture in Utah Lake valley u at 
present in a progressive state. The farming 
class is, as a whole, energetic, enterprising, 
and thrifty. The majority of the farmers 
own their own lands and there are but few 
mortgages on the farms. There are more 
than 2,600 farms in Utah county and the 
average size of the farms is forty-seven acres.

Large Area in Beets. 

“ Utah Lake valley is in many respects the 
most important agricultural district in the 
state of Utah. This is particularly true as 
regards the growing of sugar beets, potatoes, 
and a few other special crops. About 5,160 
acres of land are &nnually planted to sugar 
beets, yielding an anual product of about 
710,000 tons, or an average of 13.7 tons per 
acre. Yields of twenty, and even twenty-five, 
tons per acre are common in the best soils 
throughout the valley. 

“ Next to the sugar beet industry alfalfa 
@rowing is probably the most important 
branch of farming inUtah Lake valley. About

The flock that forages on a large range 
ean find green foods, grit, substitutes for 
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On the other hand the intenstve poultry 
raiser—the backyarder or suburbanite—must 
in most cases supply everything necessary 
for the hens during the entire year, and 
he cannot afford to devote much less time 
on the flock during one season than another. 
He cannot look for nature to assist much 
in the matter of supplying the various neges- 
sary articles of food without any effort on 
his part, but he can give them almost the 
identical articles, in the same quantities, 
and obtain just as good results as the poultry 
breeder who has acres for the fowls to roam 
on. It is simply a case of supplying them 
with that which nature intends they should 
have, and whether that comes to them nat- 
urally or artificially makes little difference.

Summer Food for Hens. 

Hens require a more liberal supply of green 
foods during the warm weather; you cannot 
give them too much, unless it is permitted to 
accumulate in heaps and then left to rot. 
Lawn clippings containing a liberal supply 
of clover and dandelion leaves can't be beat; 
they generally give the hens a variety of veg- 
etation not to be so easily supplied in any 
other way. Those not so fortugate to obtain 
these, or not having a garden space at their 
disposal, should keep the oats sprouters 
in operation the same as they would in the 
winter months. 

Feed about one-third less corn in summer 
than in winter, and feed more of the lighter 
and less fattening grains, such as oats and 
wheat. Those who prepare their own dry 
mash should use less cornmeal and add more 
bran and middlings. 

Sweet skim milk makes an excellent sum- 
mer food, and is often substituted for beef 
scraps. 

Do not take any chances by permitting a 
sick fowl in the flock. Every poultry keeper 
should have some kind of hospital, even 
though it be only a so-called exhibition coop, 
or a large dry goods box, fitted up for the pur- 
pose. Keep the hospital scrupulously‘clean 
and well Gisinfected. Scatter some air'slacked 
ume on the floor after each cleaning and 
cover with clean short cut straw or alfalfa. 
At the first sign of a bird moping about and 
not taking to the feed remove it to the hos- 
pital and watch developments. If this policy 
were practiced more by the poultrymen there 
would be fewer flocks infected by contagious 
diseases. All diseases are not contagious, but

Still, when he started | 
at Aurora on a slow, heavy track over which 
the best footing was to be found in third 
horse place, he fairly rambled miles around 
2:17. 

Charlie Dean of the Chicago training squad 
won a heat at Pittsburgh with the trotter 
Densmore, but, as there was not time to fin- 
ish the race that day, he was deprived of the 
pleasure of a complete victory in the grand 
circuit.

Grouitch, Well W in 
Chicago, Now Nurse in Balkan War. 


N of the social events of last winter was the fort 
nicht's visit Mme. Grouitch, wife of the Servias 
chargé d'affaires at London, paid Mrs. Cyrus H. 
McCormick. The fact that she was the Oyrus 

MeCormicks’ guest brought her, of course, many invite- 
tions. In addition to this her brilliant personality, good 
looks, smart attire, and interesting mission created u great 
impression and made her the object of every kind of social 
attention, so that she was undoubtedly the most féted and 
admired stranger who came within our gates during the 
gay season. 

As years ago she was a poor, young, obscure, unknown 
girl here, struggling to maintain herself and to acquire a 
smattering of her real passion in life, archmology, she must 
often have had strange thoughts when she sat in the best 
boxes at the opera or sped about in luxurious motors from 
one festivity to the other and contrasted the past and 
present. 3 

Though she is the wife of a Servian of one of the great 


families of that nation and though she is foreign in appear 


ance, she is an American by birth. She is the daughter of 
a Virginian whose second marriage sent her away from her 
home out into an unknown world to avoid conflict with an 
‘uncongenial stepmother. She supported herself by working 
in the sales department of » well known oriental dealer in 
rugs and curios who used to have.an establishment in New 
York opposite the Waldorf-Astoria. He may be there yet 
for all I know. This work did two things for ber: it edu- 
cated her taste for antiques, starting a strong interest on 
her part in archeology, and it brought her in contact with 
some of the best known collectors in this country, men like 
James W. Elisworth, Charles R. Crane, and Martin Ryer- 
gon, not to mention famous connoisseurs from New York 
and other places. 
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Left Penniless at Father's Death. 
Becoming reconciled to her father, who had been much 
displeased at her leaving home, she joined him in 
(hey had been reunited only a short time when 
killed “ shooting the chutes” at an amusement park here, 
whither he had taken her for an evening pleasure. He 
had not bad time to change his will to leave her a just 
share of bis estate, so all went to his second wife and his 
daughter was left Nunilees.

ability), she studied at the Chicago university, she gave 
lectures both here and in New York on arch@ology and 
kindred topics, she saved and skimped and worked until 
she got enough money to take her abroad. She went first 
to Paris, where she learned the immense power of clothes. 
Hitherto she had been attractive by reason of her alert 
intelligence, her youth, and a certain dauntless quality in 
her that caught the attention of the perspicacious, but she 
was not good looking nor well dressed. Paris, however, is 
the marvelous crucible which produces beauty and elegance, 
and here this young American girl acquired both with that 


amazing power of assimilation characteristic of American 
women. She disappea red, however, from her Paris circle 
of friends, saying that she was going to Greece to study 
archeology. 

At the end of two years she reappeared, radiant, hand- 
soma more smartly gowned than ever, and with a tall, 
blonde, good looking Servian husband, whose acquaintance 
she had made while he was connected with the Servian 
legation and she was exploring Greek ruins. Her hus- 
band’s family, the Grouitches, is one of the largest and most 
important families in i ervia. At one time forty-five male 
Grouitches were in active service in the recent Balkan war, 
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Mme. Grouitch had a great success at the Russian court, 
where her husband was sent from Greece. She became a 
friend and favor of the empress dowager, the mother of the 
present emperor. Later her husband was made charge 
d'affaires at London, where they both occupy a prominent 


position in diplomatic and social circles,’ 
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Nurse in Balkan War. 

She came over to this country last winter to divert some 

of the vast Red Cross contributions being poured out iu 
the Balkan war to the Servian army. If she was as suc- 
cessful in her mission as she was socially she must have 
done good work for her adop' country. 
% thoroughly has she adopted it that she not only 
. and writes Servidn but she looks Servian, her rather 
high cheekbones, half shut, slightly slanting eyes, firmly 
chiseled mouth and chin, and red brown hair giving her a 
typically Slavic appearance.

REST FOR “THE TIRED GIRL.” 

It is said of charity, let not your right 
band know what your left is doing.” The 
nobility of principle contained in this precept 
holds good today, and is good for all time, 
but only for the individual doing charity. 
The philanthropic organization, especially 
in the big city, will defeat its own end by 
hiding its light under a bushel. 

A case in point is The Tired Girl,” whose 
appeal for a rest room in the loop district 
was printed in this column a few days ago. 
Since the editorial appeared Tun Trisune 
hes received à number of letters telling 
of various club houses that are open to the 
tired girl in the loop. There is the Central 
Eleanor club at 37 Sonth Wabash avenue, 
which keeps its club rooms open from 9 iu 


the morning till 9 in the evening. The tired 


girl, hunting work in the loop, will not only 
find the Eleanor club a good place to rest, 
but the woman in charge of the club is there 
always ready to talk over things with the 
girl if she wants to. 

The “ Altrua,” 1223 Masonbe tempie, an- 
nounces that between twenty-five and fifty 
girls are daily finding rest and refuge in 
its club rooms. The Chicago Progressive 
club, 19 West Jackson boulevard, announces 
that Any tired working girl will be made 
welcome” in its club. The Wabash Ave 
nue Methodist Episcopal church, Wabash 
avenue and Fourteenth street, maintains a 
pest room which is open from 9 in the 
morning till 5 in the afternoon. A cup of 
coffee is served for 3 cents to those who may 
want it, aud lunch can be had at relatively 
low prices. The Junior league maintains a 
rest room in the Crilly building at Dearborn 
and Monroe streets.

BRYAN’S BANK BILL. 

Woodrow Wilson was elected president 
and the Democratic party’ was placed in 
control of both houses in congress because 
of a reaction against the high tariff of the 
Aldrich-Payne act and because of the split 
in the Republican party forced by the 
methods of the standpat leaders at the Chit 
cago convention. 

At the ensuing election Mr. Wilson re- 
ceived 1,879,134. votes fewer than Ool 
Koosevelt and Mr. Taft combined, or 9.11 
per cent of the total popular vote less than 
hig two chief opponents. 

The campaign did not present nor at 
any time develop any ede between Mr. 
Wilson end Col. Roosevelt or Mr. Taft 
involving financial legislation. 

The Democratic platform contained the 
following plank on banking legislation: 

We oppose the so-called Aldrich mon- 
etary bill or the establishment of à central 
bank, and we believé the people of this 
country will be largely freed from panics 
and consequent unemployment and business 
depression’ by such as tic revision of 
our banking laws as der temporary 
relief in localities where such relief is need- 
ed, with protection from cogtrol or domina- 
tion by what is known as the ‘ money trust.’ 

Banks exist for the accommodation of 
the public and not for the control of business. 
All legislation on the subject of banking 
and currency should have for its purpose 
the securing of these accommodations on 
terms of absolute security to the public and 
of complete protection from the, misuse of 
the power that wealth eres to those who 
postest it. a, Mg 
"We comet the present methods of 
depositing government funds in a few fa- 
vored banks, largely situated in or controlled 
by Wall street, in-return for political favors, 
and we pledge our party to provide by law 
for their deposit by competitive bidding 
by the banking institutions of the eourtry. 
national and, state, without discrimination 
as to locality, upon approved securities and 
subject to call. by the government.“ 

The spirit and turn of phrase of this plank 
were those of Mr. Bryan, but the plank cid 
not raise any | definite issue, and therefore 
did not appear ‘a the debates of the cam- 
paign. 

When Mr. Wilson became president he 
did not make Mr. Bryan secretary of the 
treasury. Mr: Bryan’s own sense of the 
political proprieties and of public opinion 
would have prevented his offering himself 
for that portfolio of all others, even had 
not the place he took been of higher ranx. 

But now the hand of Mr. Bryan appears 
in the one field of legislation in which it will 
be most unwelcome to the country and most 
disastrous to his party. The president, very 
unwisely, has thus far permitted the Bryan 
intluence to dominate in the shaping of the 
currency measure. This is clear from the 
publie utterances of members of the cur- 
rency committees and from many impor- 
tant details of the bill itself. 

Such is the political situation of currency 
reform at this time. 

It is a situation charged with the gravest 
danger, not merely to the administration 
and the Democratic party, though that is 


‘certain, but to thé nation. 


Mr. Bryan has some admirable qualities 
and some admirable theories. But he is 
hopelessly and basically unsound in bis 
thought upon finance. Mr. Bryan is an 
amiable and high minded man. But be ia in- 
tensely human and capable of bitter per- 
sonal’ feeling which warps his judgment. 
Mr. Bryan has not forgotten 1896 aud his 
defeat brought about by the campaign of 
education exposing the plausible fallacies 
of free silver. He has today an undisctim- 
inating and fanatical distrust atid hostility 
to banking opinfon, regardless of whetner 
it comes from the big banker or the small, 
the Wall street man or the man from the 
west or south. 

In short, he is, of all the Democratic 
leacers, the least acceptable to the common 
sense of the people and ee least competent 
to formulate the banking reforms which are 
so greatly needed to solidify che prosperity 
of this country. 

It is an astonishing paradox chat te 
should now be found in such a role. But in 
this role he is, though undisclosed, and it is 
up to business men, great and small, and 


especially to Democrats, to face the situa- . 


tion squarely. 

It will be no consolation to the wage 
earner out of a job, to the business man stag- 
nating or bankrupt, that Mr. Bryan and 
his associates meant nothing but to curb 
the power of “ Wall street or a money 
trust.” And no rhetorical thunder will 
supply the lack of practical knowledge of 
natural financial and economic laws nor 
save the innocent from suffering with the 
guilty when those laws are disregarded.

themselves for the great otraggle which is 
eure to come. 

Such statements, auch advice, and such 
appeals as these, coming from a statesman 
largely responsible. for the new Japan and 
her ideals and ambitions,’ are well worth 
serious consideration by the people of the 
United States, for no one can doubt that 
this is the country he had in mind when 
reference’ was made to the coming intcr- 
national crisis.

... NQVELIST AND DRAMATIST. 

Mr. Arnold Bennett, confessed author 
of About twenty novels and about twenty 
plays,“ would “ sooner write two plays than 
ene hovel,” and would sooner get seventy 
and seven novels produced than one play.” 
(The Story Teller’s Craft—III.— Writing 
Plays—By Arnold Bennett—July Englisi 
Review.) | 

Mr. Bennett's distinction between writing 
plays and producing’ them and writing 
novels and producing them is obvious. 
implication that the disasters of the 
ijramatist when he attempts “to get pro- 
duction are caused by his impact agaiust 
managerial unreason is hardly less so, and 
Mr. Bennett makes himself fairly clear as 
he proceeds to consider the case of the man- 
darins of the stage. 

The difficulties of production have 
nothing’inherently to do with the difficulties 
of creation and compositio They arise 
without regard to genius and without rela- 
tion to competent effort—nuoniess, indeed, 
they arise because of one or the oiler. 
Writing. considered, Mr. Bennett finds less 
of a task in the play than the novel. 

His subject begins and ends with dogma, 
except as it concerns him personally. A 
novelist may find the play form unmanaye 
able; a dramatist may confess that the 
craft of the novelist is not his. Difficulties 
are relative and are measured by the man. 

Mr. Bennett's reasons are appreciable, 
The play contains less matter; it contains 
fewer kinds of matter”; it requires lit le 
subtiety—" what passes for subtle on the 


stage would have a very obvious air in a 


hovel”; it need concern itself only in 
primitive and hinting manner with atmos- 
phere; it needs no description. 

The dramatist writes Enter Milliceut,“ 
and she enters. The spectator's eyes see 
her or the reader’s imagination creates her 
after his own fancy, but the reader of a nove! 
“ would coldly decline to add one touca to 
Millicent,”’ and therefore the novelist wears 
himself out “endeavoring to convey by 
means of words the extraordinary fascina- 
tion that his heroine could exércise over 
mankind by the mere act of walking into 
a room. The dramatist writes Enter Mil- 
licent,’ and his work in that particular is 
done, 

“If a dramatist and a novelist set out to 
portray a. clever woman they are almost 
equally matched; because each has to make 
the creature say things and do things.” 

The equality is not quite so clear as that. 
The question of difficulty is for the indi- 
vidual, but the exemption of the dramatist 
from the difficulties of the novelist and of 
the novelist from those of the dramatist is 
well defined. 

The dramatist produces “ Millicent” to 
the eye. He is spared the process of produc- 
ing her to the mind, but he must produce 
her cleverness for the ear. Mare Antony is 
eloquent; in a novel his quality might rest 
upon the novelist's affirmation. The 
heroine’s cleverness may rest to some extent 
upon it. The novelist takes and calls out 
his character’s measure, and the reader ac- 
cepts it somewhat: as a tailor’s assistant. 
The novelist may fall back upon reportorial 
privilege and be, conveniently, indirect. _

The hay fever eufferers are trying to 
make use of the psychology of association. 
Some forty years ago the United States Hay 
Fever association was formed. The fortieth 
annual convention is to be held at Bethe 
hem, N. H., on Aug. 27. 

There are those who are willing to admit 
the advantage of s of these organiza- 
tions, who say 4 0 Ki would be gained 
by a hay fever a§scciation. Their argument 
is that hay fever sufferers are a lot of 
neuroties, and that you do them harm by 
bringing them together to tell their tales of 
woe. 

Telling their tales of woe is responsible 
it is claimed, for much, if not most, of the 
trouble. These men tell us of attacks of 
hay fever brought on by looking at a pic- 


ture of ragweed, or stories of how some hay 


fever sufferer has been bunkoed. ‘They say 
it would be just as proper to bring together 
a lot of neurasthenics, ot hypochondriacs, of 
hysterics. Aelia 

Their position presupposes that there is 4 
prominent neurasthenic factor in Lay 
fever. This presumption is correct, but 
it does not follow that hay fever subjects 
get worse from hearing stories of hay 
fever.

It was argued for a while that epileptic 
colonies were unwise because, when an 
epileptic sees another in an attack, if he is 
about on edge be is liable to have an at- 
tack. ‘The amount of good accomplished 
by epileptic colonies far overshadows the 
harm. Waves of one sort and another pass 
over insane asylums, yet these are no longer 
regarded as convincing arguments agains‘ 
asylums, 

As to neurasthenics, there is nothing to be 
gained from trying to prevent them from 
telling their woes and talking about their 
ills: They will find listeners, that is certain, 
and it is well for them that they do. 
Nothing is so curative for a neurasthenic 
as to listen to the: woes of other neuras- 
thenics, except to have him read those woes. 
If the reading of books on neurasthenia 
were made compulsory many cases of mild 
neurasthenia would be ctired. 

I know one person of neurasthenic taint 
who never took a tumble to himself until 
he read Dubois“ Psychic Treatment of 
Nervous Disorders.”

I am sure that herding hay fever suf- 
ferers together and permitting them to lis- 
ten each. to the other’s story is good for 
the neurasthenic factor in hay fever. The 
fortieth annual report of this association 
contains a good deal of valuable infornia- 
tion, and some that is only valuable la a 
negative way. 

The report tells us that anti-weéd ordi- 
Dantes are on the books of most munle- 
ipalities, but that is. about all that can be 
said of them. It asks hay feverites to work 
for the enforcement of these ordinances. In 
this, they should be joined by every person 
interested in the campaign against malaria 
find all the members of those clubs work- 
ing for a city beautiful under one name ar 
another.

E. K. Lundy calls the attention of the 
members to the Shirley act, passed Aug. 
23, 1912. This act declares legal any 
preparation of drugs which is misbranded. 

“If its package or label shall bear or 
contain any statement, design, or device 
regarding the curative or therapéutic offect 
of such article or any of the ingredients or 
substances contained therein which is false 
or frauculent "—in other words, if a medi- 
eine claims to be a cure and lies about It. 
the offense is punishable under this law. 

This was not true under the food and 
drugs act of 1906, known as the pure food 
law. The United States government. is 
just beginning the work of enforcing this 
law, and the report calls on the members 
to inform the bureau of chemistry of the 
department of agricuiture..of flagrant 
frauds. 

They say that the bureau of chemistry 
already hag declared the following nostrums 
misbranded: Ryno’s Hay Fever and Ca- 
tarrh Remedy, Az-Ma-Syde for Asthma, 
Hair's Asthma Cure, Munyon’s Asthma 
Oure, Tucker's Asthma Specific, Stello’s 
Asthma Cure.

It is often difficult¢o arrive ata définite 
conclusion as to the value of any treatment.

Joyfully they tell their fellow suf- 
ferers about it, forgetting that they only 
began the use of the remedy when the hay 
fever season was about to end. The treat- 
ment is further tested with great enthusi- 
asm, only to be absolutely discarded the next 
year. 

“A great variety of drugs has been used. 
After the patient has tried one remedy 
after another, he usually turns to narcutics. 
such as chloroform, morphine, and cocainc.”

The theory of hay fever about which we 
are hearing most now is that the condition is 
ove of anaphylaxis. Anaphylaxis’ means 
the condition apposite to prophylaxis. It is 
a new way of saying that a person has-an 
idiosynicrasy, or of saying that he is highly 
susceptible toward a certain poison, so much 
so that an extremely small dose of that 
poison poisons him. A dose so small may 
be entirely harmless to another person. 

—~- 

Some people are extremely susceptible to 
poison oak; others are poisoned from eat- 
ing good eggs; others break out with hives 
whenever they eat salmon. 

Now, two cases of hives may look exactly 
alike, produce symptoms exactly-alike, and 
run courses exactly alike. One may be due 
to salmon and the other to buckwheat. The 
way to treat the first—cut salmon out of 
the diet list—will have no effect on the 
second. 

In hay fever the lining membranes of the 
nose and eyes are kicking up a lot of trouble. 
The trouble is all out of proportion to the 
cause. It is that group of symptoms that 
we call Ray fever. 

Analyzing it still further, the scientist 
says the body is in a state of anaphulaxis 
toward something. The something may he 
any one of. several different things, and 
that is the reason why “one mans meat is 
another man's poison.“ Lou see, while 
there are two elements, the poison and the 
man, the tian is the more important factor 
of. the two,

The disposition of the disease to be in- 
herited is evident. It runs in families. 
That it rarely occurs until after childhood 
does not mean that inheritance is not ‘s 
factor.

Are not the various 
anaphylactic conditions — idiosyncrasies— 
much more frequent among neurasthenics 
than among normal people?

„Why stay within the house if you can be 
comfortable without it?” is the real philos- 
ophy of the porch, — 

Through your porch you can bring the out- 
doors into your house, 

To the genuinely progressive minded house- 
holder the porch im the leafy summer season 
is almost as comforting and as precious in 
sentiment as the fireplace is in winter. 

“A honse without a porch is for half the 
year a home ‘without a heart.” oe 

But your porch must not only be inviting. 
It must give you the comfort it promises. It 
must be as cool, as clean, and as bright as 
you can make it. Its. fittings, no matter 
how inexpensive, should become a matter of 
dis¢riminatiod. And if comfort and rest and 
happiness are to be gotten out of your sum- 
mer yout veranda should not be converted 
into a catchall for miscellaneous articles that 
have served their usefulness inside the house 
or are too uncomfortable for use therein. 

In many suburban towns the veranda faces 
the street and protection from the public eye 
is imperative. Some hardy vines, Virginia 
creepers, wistaria, or clematis, may be started 
at the base of ench of the porch supports. 
Foliage or flowering plants set in tubs are 
also helpful. Awnings add much to the ex- 
terior attraction and the interior comfort of

Line your kettle with grape leaves and 
place the cucumbers on these, sprinkling 
each layer of them with a little powdered 
alum, pour in cold water, lay several thick- 
nesses of the grape leaves over the top, 
cover the kettle closely, and simmer slowly 
for six hours. Don't let the kettle boil. 
Take out the cucumbers, which by now 
should be well greened, throw them in cold 
water, and leave them in this for a couple 
of hours. Prepare a thick pickle vinegar of 
one cup of suger, a dozen dDledes of mace, a 
dozen and a half whole alispice, three 
dozen each of whole back peppers and 
cloves, and four quarte of vinegar. Boll

ery seed tied up in a bit of cheesecloth of 
gauze. Cook five hours, stirring frequently 
and watching that the mixture does not 
scorch. By the end of the time it should be 
reduced to half the original quantity and

CUCUMBER CATSUP.—To one quart of 
peeled, seeded, and grated cucumbers al- 
low two green peppers, seeded and chopped: 
one grated onion, one gill grated horse- 
radish, two teaspoonfuls of salt; put over 
the fire and simmer an hour. Add one pint 
of vinegar, bottle, and seal.

10 many friends have tte mw ve 
not having success in cating 
A peas, beans, corn, and ‘other 
vegetables, I venture to write 
‘my never failing method to the 
Corner. First of all, have your kitchen 
clean and dusted with a damp cloth. If 
you are putting up string beans, break 
them into small pieces, wash them. thor- 
oughly and scald your jars. Fill these up 
with the beans, add half a teaspoon of 
salt to each pint jar, then fill to overflowing 
with cold water. Have a wooden rack to 
Stand in the bottom of the wash boiler. 
(mine I made from an old box), place jars 
on the rack, the rubbers adjusted and the 
covers put on loosely, and pour cold water 
into the boiler about half way to the top of 
the jars. Now cover your boiler tightly and 
let the water in it boil for one hour after 
the boiling point is reached; then uncover 
the boiler to let the steam escape, seal jars 
tightly, and let them stand until the next 
day, when loosen tops, place in the boiler, 
and boil again as you did the first time. 
Do this on three successive days, put the 
jars in the fruit closet when they are cool, 
and they will never spoil. The secret of 
success lies in boiling only one hour on each 
of the three days, instead of one long boil- 
ing. May I ask for a recipe for making plum 
and also apple butter? Mars. G. D. R.“ 
This recipe is so simple there seems no 
reason why any one should not succeed 
with it. I wish the giver had stated if she 
is equally successful in putting up corn 
by the same recipe. That is a vegetable 
with which the home canner usually has 
more difficulty than with any other. On 
that account I am glad that another cor- 
respondent has sent in her directions for 


putting up green corn. These I will give 


after supplying the recipe for apple butter 
asked by Mrs. G. D. R.: 

Peel, core, and cut up apples in abun- 
dance, put them over the fire with just 
enough water to keep them from scorch- 
ing, and let them come to the boil slowly. 
Cook at a gentle simmer for several hours, 


adding a little more water from time to 


time if there seems to be danger of the 
fruit sticking to the kettle. After four or 
five hours’ boiling try a little of the apple 
ma saucer to see if it is thick and smooth 
and does not separate, Season to taste 
with ground cloves and cinnamon and add 
a little sugar—enough to remove the sharp 
acidity without making the butter too 
sweet. 

If you prefer making the apple butter 
with cider, put this over the fire and boil 
for a couple of hours before adding it to 
the apples as you would water in following 
the —— — Plum butter may be

corn is readily canned if the corn 
is used in milk and packed in sterilized jars, 
a little at a time, pressing down with the 
small end of the potato masher until the 
milk keeps above the corn. Fill the jars 
to overflowing, put on the rubbers, and 
screw on the tops, but do not tighten them. 
Place in boiler on a rack and cover with 
water. three hours. Lift and tighten 
the covers and cool as quicky as possible. 
Green beans boiled in salt water fifteen 
minutes, packed in jars, and sealed; you 
must be sure to have entirely covered with 
boiling. water before sealing. For two days 
following the canning place the jars in the 
boiler, cover with water, and after it has 
reached the boiling point cook for several 
minutes before turning off the heat or tak- 
ing the boiler from the stove. These will

“In answer to the request of Mrs. A. L. . 
for Danish recipes, I offer the following: 

“SWEET SOUP.—One cupful sago, two 
quarts water, three sticks cinnamon bark, 
one cupful prunes, one cupful raisins. Boil 
slowly for one hour and thirty minutes, 
then add two cupfuls brown sugar and one- 
haif cupful vinegar. Lemon juice may be 
substituted for the vinegar if preferred. 

** KLINER (Crullers).—Two eggs and one 
half cupful sugar beaten lightly together, | 
one-half cupful sour cream, oge-half tea- 
spoonful baking soda, a little nutmeg, add 
two and one-half cupfuls flour, which will 
make a dough sufficiently stiff to roll out on 
a floured board; then cut in about two and 
one-half inch diamond shaped pieces, cut a 
slot in center, and double one end tfirough 
the hole. Drop into a sKilletpf hot lard and 
let them turn to a light brown. are 
excellent. | 

8 KIVER (Apple Fritters).—One 
teacupful granulated sugar, one table- 
spoonful butter, mix thoroughly. add one 
egg and beat lightly; one-half teacupful 
sweet milk, two cupfuls sifted flour, one 
heaping teaspoonful baking powder, pinch 
of salt. Peel and slice two nice large cook - 
ing apples, chop fine, and add to the bat- 
ter, beat well, and drop from a spoon into 
hot lard. When nice and brown sprinkle 
with powdered sugar. Serve hot or cold.

NOVELTY in the way of garden 


Another organisation for the downtown 
girl is the Junior League Rest Room in the 
Crilly building at Monroe and Dearborn. 
Here there is no fee of any sort. Any gist 
is made welcome by the mere fact of her 
being there. The matron says that over 
11,800 girls have been there this last monvh. 

There is a delightful living room hung in 
attractive cretonnes, where the current mag- 
azines and daily papers are. Adjoining are 
two rooms fitted up with fourteen couches, 
where the girls may rest, and on the other 
side of the living room is a sewing room 
with a large cutting tableand several sewing 
machines. 

The girls who want to make their own 
clothes for economy's sake, but have no ma- 
chine at home, bring their materiais here. 
The matron helps them plan their dresses, 
hangs and fits them, and often there is a 
merry group of twelve or fifteen sitting 
around the room, each bent on making some 
attractive blouse or necessary skirt. 


The telephone ig free to the girls, and in a 
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little cabinet are the wherewithals for a 
cup of tea and a sandwich.

Two in the Masonic Temple. 

The Altrua Rest Room in the Masonic 
temple is also entirely free. There is a large 
art library here donated by one of the mem- 
bers of the Altrua library circle, consisting of 
500 volumes and a collection of 6,000 photo- 
graphs. And then there are shelves full of 
other books which may be taken out free of 
charge by members of the circle. 


Every girl is welcome and there is no 
charge of any kind. Couches are there to 
rest on, and a cozy window seat lined with 
pillows invites many a weary soul to gaze far 

out over the lake at the vivid blue of the 
water and the fleecy white of the clouds. 

In the same building is the Bethany club. 
Here there are two rooms, one for rest and 
one for fun. There is a piano and a place to 
lounge and write. The girls subscribe what- 
ever they feel they can afford to the upkeep 
of the room. But if your income is small 
everybody understands that you can't afford 
to pledge anything. 

The Wabash Avenue M. E. church at Wa- 
bash avenue and Fourteenth street has a 
rest room open to everybody from 9 a. m. to 
5 p. m. The best magazines and papers are 
here. There are tables where lunch may be 
eaten and at a very small price coffee and 
‘light lunch foods are several.

The 
salmon is dainty pressed into individual heart 
molds, laid on a lettuce leaf, with the sauce 
added and the macedoine pepper beside it. 
The latter is made by chopping fine cold 
bolled beets, carrots, one pepper, and a few 
b.ades of chives; let stand an hour in French 
dressing, drain, and fill the half pepper shells 
with the mixture. The cucumbers for fingers 
are cut into length stripe, laid in a dressing of 
lemon juice, juice of an onion, salt, and pep- 


per for twenty minutes, chilled and drained 


to use as @ relish. 

The pineapple salad requires the tender 
part of one pineapple carefully shredded 
with a silver fork, a cupful of white.grapes 
split and seeded. a cup of finely chopped cel- 
ery, a halt cup of ground blanched almonds, 
and the jeiee of one lemon. Stand on ice, and 
when ready.to serve drain off the juices and, 
placing on white lettuce leaves, cover with 
heavy mayonnaise, and serve cheese straws 
with the salad. 

To make oy oe café au lait, uss six table- 
spoonfuls of 5 ground coffee to a pint of 
cold water brought to a boii, settle and strain 
into a pint of cream, and sugar to taste. Use 
this porportion for quantity needed, adding a 
spoon of whipped cream on top et ea ..

A girdle and sasn end seen on an n 
gown of one of my friends is a0 easily copied 
that I cannot resist describing it. It was u 
girdle of embroidered net to match the biouse 
of a string colored charmeuse gown, the two 
edges bound with brocaded silk in brown and 
fawn tones with à touch of gold thread here 
and there. The sash worn at the back well 
to the left side was a straight piece of the 
net ten inches wide—finished at the bottom, 
sloping on both sides to eight at the top, also 
bound with ribbon. It was adjusted to turn 
over the top of the girdle and fall straight, 
about half way to the knees. 

Such a sash has the advantage that it may 
be made from remnants of lace and ribbon 
which most women posseas. The girdle can 


_be made any desired width and though it 


appears to crush should be slightly boned so 


as not to get into a string and hide the lace | - 


strip in the center. Instead of binding, the 
lace may have an edge turned up on the right

Where a woman is short waisted and does 
not like to break her length of line with a 
girdle of a different color, her frock may have 
soft folds of the material or an inch and a 
quarter wide corded belt of it, using a sash 
of moire, satin, or velvet ribbon arranged at 
the side to give length.

Let one end of the ribbon fall 
from under a bunch of artificial flowers at 
the left of the center front reaching about to 
the knees. Turn the ribbon at the top under 
the flowers, or cut, if preferred, and bring a 
long ené from this same point down to within 
several inches of the bottom of skirt, and turn 
and bring up to the waist line at left or center 
back. Finish the back with another bunch 
of flowers and low on this back strip slightly 
below the loose front end sew a single flower 
or a few buds to match.

The Sash Drapery. 


If you are thin enough and slender enough 
to stand the swathed oriental effect, which 
has been somewhat overdone, the sash 
drapery is easily achieved. When made of 
soft silks or crépes, chiffon or tulle, these 
sashes may be cut on the straight ot the 
material, otherwise they will not fall into 
soft folds unless cut bias. They vary from 
half to three-quarters of a yard in width and 
are brought loosely round the waist and 
boned with light, thin boning to keep in posi- 


' thom, the goods being plaited, shirred, or 


merely sewed to each end of the bone at sides 
and back to fall in loose natural folds. 

The ends are made long enough to come 
round a second time and knot loosely at 
one side several inches below the hips. They 
are sometimes gathered into a point with a 
long silk or gilt tassel. again are cut bias 
and hemmed with a two inch hem. The 
amount of material needed varies with the 
waist size and height. It is easily gauged 
with a tape line, remembering to allow for 
a loose knot. Often these sashes are left 
unboned like the true oriental sash, but are 
likely to get in c string and out of shape 
unless carefully adjusted and pinned into 
place. Make the boned part to hook beneath 
the eroseed ends.

All the Flags Used by a 
Great Railway System 
Are Made by Thirty-four 
Women of All Saints 

Paying Off 
Mortgage 


And They’re 
the C hurch’s 
Thus. 


HURCHES are going into business. 
They are becoming what you might 
call commercially inclined. Because 
of scanty collection baskets and for 
other reasons, the churches of large cities are 
being forced either into bankruptcy or into 
taking “contracts.” 5 
All Saints’ church, 4550 North Hermitage 
avenue, Chicago, of which the Rev. Augustine 
H. W. Andersons rector, has for six years 
bad the contract for making all the flags used 
in the entire system of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad. The sacristy of the churen 
has been turned into a miniature factory. 
There are power machines, cutting tables, 
scissors, and spools in the vestry hall. Here 
a Small band of St. Mary's guild manufac- 
tures thousands of flags each week for profit. 
All the fags that wave from the coaches 
of the Chicago and Northwestern trains, in 
the yards, and from the signal stations over 
the United States are made by thirty-four 
women of All Saints’ church. Each woman 
turns out from forty to seventy flags a day. 
8 


System of Regular Factory. 

To accomplish this they haye system as in 
any regulated factory. Every woman has her 
work. There are the basters, the cutters, the 
stitchers, and the counters. On the white oil- 
‘cloth of .the cutting table Mrs. Stork has 
marked the correct width of a flag. Her 
shears snip swiftly th.Lugh the 100 rolls of 
bunting, with forty yards to a roll, while 
Mrs. E. E. Burgess does the counting. She 
counts 100 dozen a day and continues count- 
ing through most of the night. But she is 
proud that in six years she has never missed 
a count, nor had one complaint turned in by 
the company. There has always been a dozen 
flags in each package and five packages io 

As a baster Mrs. Arthur Morey takes to 
the red flags that signal danger; Mrs. Oliver 
Pringle has selected white flags that indicate 
a stop to the switchmen; Mrs. W. C. Rich- 
ards, president of the guild, likes the blue 
flags that signal a train to remain stationary 
forty feet ahead ; and Miss Hettie Lyon bastes 
the green flags that are used on local trains.

Guild Of Mortgage. 
Because of their fascination with the ma- 
chines, the spools of unwinding thread, and 
the colorful bunting, the women are able to 
make more than 70,000 flags a year. In 
eighteen months they paid off a $1,000 mort- 
gage with interest on the indebtedness of the 


church. In three years they expect to pay 
the entire mortgage of $5,500. 

Wednesday is flag day at the guild, winter 
and summer. When rush orders are sent 14 
by the company for a particular color of flags, 
the different members of the guild are ap- 
proached by telephone to come to the church 
and put in an extra day. The railroad com- 
pany must not be disappointed if the guild 
wishes to continue to hold the contract for 


. flag work. Even church women must be busi- 


nesslike with a great corporation. 
The railroads are ever in need of new flags, 
for the life of a flag ig just twenty-four hours 
long. In a single day it is frayed and whipped 
out from beating the gir on the fleeting jour 
neys at the rear of the coaches. Because the 
women of St. Mary's found the business of

supplying flags to the railroads profitable, 
they guarded their secret jealonsly.. Other 
church guilds might have designs on the con- 
tract for making flags. So, fram the time 
Mrs. George Green secured the first order 
from an official who was a member of the 
church, the women have worked without the 
flourish of trumpets. Since they have ac- 
quired skill they have been publicly triumph- 
ant. As experts now they have nothing to 
fear from riyal guilds. 


They talk of their early struggle reminis- 
ceatly, how they tailed at home. No member 
of the guild was ever without baskets of flags. 
The baskets stood in the corners of her room, 
on the kitchen table, everywhere, collecting 
dust and coloring everything a vivid green or 
red. With persistent induntry. they could 
make nine dozen flags a day. Their speed 
increased with the years. Then they bought 
five power machines and, installed them in 
the saeristy. For three years the women were 


frightened to see the flags go through the 
machines 80 quickly. Gradually they lost 
their fear and began to stitch each flag four 
times around. Then they bought double stitch- 
ing machines to save time. More flags was 
the result and more money. 
= 
Prefer Work to Matinees. 

We would not think of going back to 
bazaars and to making aprons for the church,” 
said Mrs. Ida O’Béirne. “ That work would 
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be too tame for us now.’ 

Having a business, the members declared, 
was more inspiring. Where there were or- 
ders to fill and contracts to live up to, they 
took their work seriously. No one wished 
to go to matinées on Wednesday afternoons 
when business was waiting. There was a re- 
sponsibility about the flag work that aprons 
and bazaars had never aroused in them. 
Raising money with aprons had always been 
unsatisfactory. Now their check. was ready 
when they completed thei: work.

a Says a Sick Man Should Have the Ri 


ease, should he commit suicide? 
That question has long troubled doc- 
ters, ministers, and those concerned with 
moral laws, 

Dr. Withelm Ostwald, the celebrated pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the University of Leip- 
zig, is the authority for the statement that « 
painless death is proper and right, if the pa- 
tiemt ig an incurable invalid and wishes to 


Dr. Ostwald has published in Das Monis- 
tische Jahrhundert a curious riea for the right 
of persons to commit suicide.

Prof. Ostwald is the leader of the Monist 
He recently advocated the estab- 
lishment of monist monasteries where mem- 
bers of the Monist persuasion could retire 
from the world. 

In the article written by Prof. Ostwald he 
prints, with his approval, a sketeh written 
by a dying Monist named Roland Gerkan. 
This sketch is, in substance, that incurables 
shall ha ye the right to take their own life, 
and that they should Have the right of euthan- 
asia or easy death. This right shall be granted 
to an invalid only after it has been made the 
subject of a petition by a sick person to the 
judicial authorities. 


Prof. Ostwald believes, like Roland Gerkan, 
that euthanasia is the right of every incura- 
ble. He believes, too, that an incurable need 
not commit easy suicide unless he wishes, but 
that if he is suffering and knows that there 
is no relief for bim and that he must suffer 
for years, it is entirely right, both medically 
and morally, for him to commit suicide. 

This is the way the suicide would be ar- 
ranged, according to Prof. Ostwald, if it were 
brought into use: A patient, suffering ex- 
treme pain and knowing that his death Was 
only a matter of time, wishes to die and end 
his suffering. He then writes a petition to the 
authorities, asking for the right of euthanasia. 


When the petition is received by the aa- 
thorities they would investigate the case. 
Three ‘physicians, two of them specialists, 
would form the investigation committee, 

The physicians on the committee would make 
their official investigation not later than one 
week after the receipt of the petition. The 
committee would have to decide whether there 
was any chance for the recovery of the patient. 
If, on consultation, the committee decides that 
the patient is incurable, is suffering greatly, 
and has nothing to make life worth living, 
they grant him the right of euthanasia. Who- 


ever painlessly kills a person who bas received 


this right is exempt from punishment.

But, if euthanasia be effected without the 
express wish of the sick person, it is a crime 
punishable with penal servitude. 

The great difficulty, of course, in carrying 
out Prof. Ostwald's plan, ig that they shock 
our traditional notions of humanity and seem 
opposed to the religious and moral laws of a 
civilized country. Dr. Ostwald says, however, 
that it is both moral and humane, and that 
even now some noted physicians believe in 
killing their patients who have incurable die- 
eases and who are suffering, with no possible 
chance of relief. 

The physicians on the committee of inspec- 
tion must, of course, be specialists and men of 
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almost infallible knowledge, and must ud Oe

simple underclothing that cannot have eren one ruffle or 
tuek, but must be made absolutely plain and close fitting, 
comes @ simple garment, without folds, so narrow that 
the eurves of the body are visible. The name of this 
wag the “ealasizis.” It may be worn belted or unbelted. 
No caller ig. worn with it, but it may have a low round 
or V shaped neck. The soft gown must be made of fine 
material. Beautiful embroideries were often introduced 
into the waists and around the bottom of these gowns. 

Wide coats, elaborately embroidered, were one of the 
features of the Egyptian costume. ‘These coats fell in 
beautiful folds and were of rich material. They were 


usually made with a wide open sleeve. The dresses of 


the Egyptian period did not often have two sleeves. There 
was usually a sleeve for the left arm only, while the right 
arm was free. This is one of the most picturesque 


features of the Egyptian dress, and one that will be intro- 
duced into many of the coming Egyptian costumes for 
1035. 

The favorite colors of Egyptian clothes will be the rick 
colors of the orient. Blue, in. many of its deeper and 
richer tones, will be the favorite. Purple and scarlet 
will follow closely in popularity, if the Egyptian fashions 


are ta be followed exactly. These colors will be blended. 


together, too, and many embroideries will be introduced. 
Figures and animals worked in gold on rich cloth were 
features of Egyptian costumes. ‘These, too, will be 
copied. Other clothes, resembling our modern chiatzes, 
were favorites among the Egyptian women. 

The loose robe, which formed the chief costume of the 
woman of fashion in Egypt, was worn long, a bit below 
the ankles. The sashes worn with it were of rich ma- 
terial and of highly colored stuff, as were the -gowns. 
Sometimes straps were worn over the shoulder. Some-

times over this robe a sort of an extra dirt was intro- 
duced, but this always blended with the origina} robe, 
and was usually of a fine, thin material, beautifully em- 
broidered with gold or with a harmonizing color. 


The Women who, in 1925 or before, closely follows 


the Egyptian fashions, will hae no trouble with the man- 
ner in which she will have to arrange ber hair. She may 


wear it with square bangs in krogt, or she may engl it 
in. small curls. The favorite way to arrange the hair, 


however, was to bind it with an ornameastal fillet, the 


favorite of which was of lotus buds. Immovable curls 
upon the cheeks, something like the present day wave, 
were arranged with gum, so as to make them stay in 
place. Earrings were always worn. 

The Egyptian styles in jewelry will introduce the most 
startling innovations, Earrings are one of these fashions. 
These must be worn. partly concealed by the hair, which 
must come well down over the ears. The favorite 
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Egyptian earting was a large, round, simple loop of gold, 
often one and s half or two inches in diameter, and some- 
times larger. Long earringa of wonderful carving were 


nate as well as rings of enamel, and those set with 
+ precious stones, were the most popular ones. 
Anklets, bracelets, and bangles were worn in profusion. 


These, if beautifully made and properly worn, will again 
be popular. Gold chains of eurious carving and design 
were another favorite ornament. It is safe to predict 
that no matter how beantiful the Egyptian fashions will 
be they will not reduce the cost of living. — ; 

For the feet there will be sandals in 1925. Some shoes 
will be worn, too; but they will be without heels, and

Such things are 
so absolutely simple that I marvel that people 
continue to fall for them They do, however, 
and in making this test the professor always 
gets a big hand.

havoc with the subject’s constitution. All long 
time sleepers have great control over their 
muscles and nerves. Cases have been recorded 
where men go for five days and nights with 
little to eat and drink. I have done the sleeps 
at night time when I was watched. 
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Long Sleep Rough on Sleeper. 


Around midnight, when the crowd has.dwin- 
died to two or three spectators, an accomplice 
remarks that it is getting pretty chilly, and 
he guesses he'll play safe and throw a blanket 
over the sleeper. This he does, adroitly slip- 
ping the sleeper a small flask of water and a 
sandwich or two. He then starts telling the 
watchers funny stories and calling their at- 
tention to different things in order to give 
the sleeper a chance to eat. Of course, when 
“sleeps” I 
was almost all in, but 1 got $50 extra for the 
test, and that helped considerable. 

The hypnotist in his performance does noth- 
ing that any other individual can’t do, but the 
people always are persuaded that what he does 
and has done is accomplished through the me- 
dium of hypnosis. Some of his work is thor 
oughly crude; some of it is exceedingly clever. 
The show business, however, so far as the 
hypnotist is concerned, is pretty well played 
out. In New York some years ago I got $400 
at Brighton Beach for posing around as a 
grand and gifted man. 

You would be surprised to know the vast 
number of letters a professional hypnotist re- 
ceives. Women write letters telling their 
troubles to him and wanting to take lessons. 
Chey ask if the influence can be broken. The 
hypnotist can clean up a lot of money by get- 
ting his wealthy women clients to invest in a 
phony mining proposition. I've done it my- 
self. Got one sucker for $1,800. Thousands 
of dollars are stolen every year in that way. 

The hypnotist’s control over others, strange 
as it may seem, does not extend to his own 
family. Every prominent hypnotist that 1 
know or with whom I have been associated at 
one time or another has had a lot of family 
trouble. Pauline’s wife left him, Santanelli’s 
wife refused to live with him, Keene's better 
half abandoned him. Pauline is the only 
square stage hypnotist I know.

In the Game with Santanelli. . 

Almost all of the professionals are drunk- 
ards or cocaine fiends. They get by because of 
their great gift of gab. When they travel they 
sell their course of lessons for $5 and up. 
They cannot send them through the mails. My 
book on telepdthy, bypnotism, and personal 
magnetism has been barred from the mails. 

When I took up the hypnotic business I was 
a human pin cushion in a museum. Santa- 

nelli, whose right name was Stewart, was a 
fire eater.* One day Santanelli declared that 
he and I would make a good team, and he

Reaching there, we sought out 
Leander Richatdson, who was conducting a 
theatrical paper there at that time. We got 
an audience and Santanelli imparted the news 
that he was a great hypnotist. “If you are,” 
said Richardson, try your power on me. I 
don’t believe in it.” 

It was a terrifically hot day. Sdntanelli 
told Richardson to lie back in his chair and 
concentrate his mind on sleep and repeat in a 
soft tone, Drowsy, sleepy ; drowsy, sleepy.” 

It seems that Richardson had been up all 
night working and was practically all in. We 
three were alone in his office. He was resting 
easily in a great armchair, and he gradually 
drifted into a natural sleep. Santanelli deftly 
loosened Richardson’s tie and one of his shoe 
laces. “When I clap my hands and say ‘ All 
right, he instructed, you laugh good and 
hard.” 

He clapped his hands, I laughed, and Rich- 
ardson awoke with a start. “I gave you the 
suggestion,” said Santanelli to Richardson,

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Undertudy Hires Subjecis. 

No hypnotist will employ a subject these 
days. He will have absolutely nothing to do 
with them. Wouldn't talk to one of them if 
they met on the gtreet. He ignores them at 
all times. This he does to protect himself, for 
in case the subject—who also is called horse 
starts to cry fake he bas nothing on the pro- 
fessor. Subjects are hired by the chief unden 
study. 

The big shows demand from twenty to fifty 
of these subjects. The idea of that is to prove 
to the public that the hypnotist is on the 
square and that there is no collusion between 


him and a “plant.” The public, no matter 
how skeptical it might be, would never dream 
that one hypnotist would go to the extreme of 
hiring. fifty subjects or confederates. When 
they are all om the stage it looks like a mob 
or riot Scene. 

Few managers will give the hypnotist a con- 
tract if be employs only twenty men. All of 
them now demand. that the hypnotist hire 
from from forty to fifty. In case of exposure 


there is no comeback on the management. 
Nor is the professor blamed. The chief under- 
study stands for any accusation they may care 
to bring. The argument of the professor is 
that the chief understudy and the man who 
made the holler are working together to black- 
mail the hypnotist. He usually gets away with 
his argument. Occasionally, uowever, he is 


foreed to the wall and compelled to admit he 


facts. In such cases he makes a clean breast 
of everything and goes to the next town and 
awaits the arrival of his chief confederate. 
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Fakers All Go Broke. 

I have worked with and for the best hyp- 
notic fakers of the last generation, among 
them being Santanelli, Flint, X. Lamon Sage, 
Sevengalli, and Walter Mack. I heard re- 
cently that Dr. W. G. Ferris, a celebrated star 
in his day, who cleaned up over $50,000 in 
two years, is working as a floor walker in a 
Denver department store. He had a man’: 
for gambling, and it is assumed that when 
Jerome got after him and drove him out of 
New York he took with him quite a little 
money. He left New York in such a rush, 
however, that he forgot to take along his fur- 
niture. 

I don’t know of a professional hypnotist 
who has fleeced the public in the last twenty 
years who ever saved a nickel of the money he 
got from his victims. 1 made bunchs of it 
myself, and I haven't enough to buy a square 
meal. I made $5C a day in New York for a 
long time and I couldn't hold on to a red cent. 
Money secured from this evil practice seems 
to be cursed.

But show- 
men take first honors. 

Two Bill Fallon, retired summer park exe 
pert and snake impresario, oozed 
through the gates of a south side tract of 
sylvan amusement one evening not long ago.

Burned $150,000 Worth of Marvels. 

The bushes nodded. They seemed to un- 
derstand. Several thousand other visitors on 
that gravel path had remarked the vast 
change in Sans Souci before Mr. Fallon came 
around to survey the rise of the European 
garden idea in Chicago and the decline of the 
sideshow “ concession lot.” 

A telling blow against the prevalent idea 
of “ harum-scarum-shake-'em summer amuse- 
ment for tired city dwellers was delivered by 
the new management of Sans Souci last 
spring. With an army of workmen they 
ripped down and destroyed $150,000 worth 
of “ scenic railways.“ dizzy rides, chutes, and 
“death flirters,” as well as stucco bedecked 
Dijldings which in former years had housed 
every marvel within the scope of summer 
showmen’s ingenuity. 

The heart of Two Bill Fallon would have 
boiled at the outrage. To see this maze of 
catch dime devices consigned to the flames 
would have been quite beyond his capacity for 
stowing tearful anguish. 

Of the old time park little remains, for all 
the wreckage was consumed by fire on the 
spot and the ashes distributed without rever- 
ence. The new Sans Souci represents pretty 
nearly everything an old time sideshow mag- 
nate would declare should not, could not be. 
It is Sans Souci sans wooden joy rides, sans 
figure eights, sans Salome shows, sans weight 
guessers, sans cheap importunities, and sans 
spiclers. 

But Sans Souci is not “sans everything,” 
as the tent show ilk of Two Bill Fallon 
would bave it. The park is now divided into 
five departments, with a hot night capacity of 
perhaps 35,000 pleasure seekers. There is 
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Riverview 


the “airutome,” wherein the back seats are 
a city block from the stage. The acts pre- 
sented in this gigantic roofless theater are 
mainly of an acrobatic, musical, or circus 
character.

Tariff- making, coinage, banking and such are 
comparatively incidental issues in this fundamental problem of raising 
the physical, mental and moral level of the next generation. This leads 
us directly to the teacher and the school-room. 

Wholesome habits of living cannot be legislated into men and women; 
but the health habits of the young can certainly be influenced and 
foreshaped. Medical inspection of schools, which began as a reflection 
of popular interest in matters of health, will end by becoming a most 
effective means for the attainment of a higher national vitality. “Medi- 
cal inspection” has already become “health supervision” and the latter 
is rapidly including more effective methods of health teaching. *
